Film’s violence has a purpose

Steven Spielberg's latest creation, Saving Private 
Ryan, brought many people to a deeper awareness of the 
harshness and brutality of war. In fact, many claim that 
the film reveals entirely too much graphic violence. The 
motion picture is laden with images of solidiers lying 
wounded and terror-stricken -- the aftermath of continu- 
al destructive combat maneuvers. 

You may have seen the film. You may have 
cringed or turned away in horror and disgust as young 
men fell to earth. I did. 

Initially, | thought I was deeply moved because it all 
seemed so real. Through a shaky, jolting camera, complete 
with blood spatters on the lens, | viewed scenes of warfare. 
Before my very eyes, men lost arms, legs and faces. | saw 
pieces of bodies floating in a blood red sea. Screams, cries 
and explosions rang through my ears without reprieve. 

In retrospect, Saving Private Ryan is convincingly 
gruesome because its audience knows that the scenes por- 
trayed are real. They depict the true stories of many men 
Our gory three-hour theater experiences was once a reali- 
ty for many individuals not unlike ourselves. The men 
shown facedown in pools of blood were men who had 
hopes and dreams; they had lives they wanted to continue. 

To nullify the horrifically violent scenes in Saving 
Private Ryan would invalidate the film. This film about 
wat would have left most viewers ignorant of what war 
ultimately is -- the excessive death and destruction of 
humanity. 

War is an ugly thing. Itis harsh, brutal, and, most 
times, senseless. Nevertheless, to omit purposefully the 
true nature of war in a film about war would be absurd. 
It would lessen the severity of the situation in general, 
and it would lessen our appreciation of the sacrifices 
made by fellow individuals 

l urge everyone to watch the movie. Observe the 
savageness of combat, and acknowledge it with a sense of 
gratitude for the securities you enjoy in your everyday 
life. Allow the film to bring you to a deeper realization 
of the freedoms you have.

New policies and penalties outlined 


FROM THE DEAN OF STUDENTS 
OFFICE AND R.H.A. 


New Alcohol Penalties 

The Judicial Board of the Residence Hall Associ- 
ation has first jurisdiction over cases which 
result from a violation of the Alcohol Policy. 
First Offense: Fifteen (15) hours of on or off 
campus community service to be completed 
within 30 days under the direction of the stu- 
dent's Judicial Rep.; Warning File; and a fine of 
between $100-$300, depending on the severity 
of the offense. The fine is to be paid within 30 
days to the taxi fund or other worthy charity of 
Judicial Board's choice. Unless extenuating cir- 
cumstances are clearly communicated by the 
student, a $50 late fee will be added to the fine 
if not paid within the number of days stipulated. 
If the student fails to pay her fine without an 
acceptable explanation to Judicial Board, her 
account will be put on hold through the 
accounting office. Second Offense: Thirty (30) 
hours of community service to be completed 
within 60 days under the direction of the stu- 
dents Judicial Rep.; Warning File; and a fine of 
$300-$500 depending on the severity of the 
offense. The fine is to be paid within 30 days to 
the taxi fund or another worthy charity of Judi- 
cial Board's choice. All conditions and rules con- 
cerning late fees and accounting holds as stated 
for the first offense, above, pertain in the event 
of a second offense. Third Offense: Judicial 
Board will present the case to Honor Court with 
the recommendation of suspension or expulsion 
for the third or more offense(s) of the Alcohol 
Policy. 


New Pet Policy With Penalties for Violation 
No dogs, cats, or other pets larger than hand- 
sized are allowed to live in the residence halls. 
First-year students in their first semester on cam- 
pus are not allowed to have any pets other than 
fish. First-year students in their second semester 
and returning students are allowed to have palm- 
sized, caged pets, either hairless or with hair, 
with the agreement of their roommate(s). 
Caged pets larger than palm-sized may be kept 
with the unanimous agreement of the floor. Pets 
must be caged in the residence hall room at all 
times. Cages must be kept clean, If a student 
fails to keep her pet's cage clean and odorless, or 
if her pet is loose in the residence hall without 
the advanced and unanimous agreement of the 
floor, or if the pet becomes a disruption to other 
students, the student will be given a warning. At 
the point that repeated violations merit a third 
warning, a residence hall case will result, along 
with 24-hour notice to get rid of the animal. 
Possession of pets that do not meet the guide- 
lines provided in the 1998-1999 Student Hand- 
book will merit a residence hall case and 24 
hours notice to get rid of the animal. 


New Lock-Out Policy 

If a student is locked out of her residence hall 
and/or room, she should call her roommate, a 
friend, her Judicial Rep., and finally her Resident 
Advisor or Resident Director. Only if no one 
else is available should she go to Public Safety. 
A Public Safety officer will then let her into her

Georgians, Bulgarians, National Merit 
Scholars, athletes, and valedictorians comprise 
only part of the 214 members of the class of 
2002. This class displays many facets of diver- 
sity, from courses of study and intended majors 
to activities and geographic origin. 

Academic success marks the class of 2002, 
with the middle range of SAT scores falling 
between 1130 and 1290. The class boasts 17 
valedictorians, and 45% of the women graduat- 
ed in the top 10% of their graduating classes. 
National Honor Society membership was com- 
mon to 41% of the ladies, and nine incoming 
students were National Merit Semi-Finalists, 
while another nine were Commended Schol- 
ars. Popular intended studies include Biology, 
English, Psychology, and Pre-Professional 
degrees. 

Ethnic diversity is also a feature of this group 
of women. Representing 32 states, one U.S. 
territory, and eight countries, the class possess- 
es a varied cultural background. Roommate 
pairings include Virginians and Indians, Bulgar- 
ians and Georgians, and even pairs of Atlanta 
natives. From Alaska and Massachusetts to 
Florida and Texas, and even to Ghana, Latvia, 
and Nepal, this class represents the world. 


What’s up 
in ITS?

What's the one thing a college student 
can't go without? It's a computer. Agnes Scott's 
Information Technology Services (ITS) 
observed a higher-than-normal influx of stu- 
dents with computers this August, and we're 
happy about that. It may have been frantic at 
the start, but this column will provide some tips 
and tricks to help you navigate your way 
through cyberspace and your CPU. Being 
computer-savvy is not a bad thing! 

Computer resources at ASC are located 
throughout the campus. There are labs in 
every building, including dorms (okay, Hop- 
kins and Rebekah, you all don't exactly have a 
lab, but we are working on it). A dorm’s lab is 
reserved for the students that live there, but 
labs like Walters, the Alston CLC, and the Sci- 
ence Resource Center are open for everyone's 
use. After-hours access is available at these 
labs, too. 


2002 


While the first-years participated in a vari- 
ety of high-school activities, 85% of the 
women took part in community service. Oth- 
ers played sports, joined foreign language 
clubs, and performed in drama, dance, or 
music. Many women also played roles in stu- 
dent government, publications, and religious 
groups. Travel or study abroad was an oppor- 
tunity which 23% of the women enjoyed. 

The class of 2002 represents diversity in cul- 
ture, experience, and academics, but all these 
differences form the versatile collection of 
women who chose this college. 


Agnes Scott's e-mail situation is pretty 
unique—we have a system that allows students, 
faculty, and staff to check e-mail from any- 
where in the world via the World Wide Web. 
So if you're at home for the weekend and you 
have AOL, MSN, or any other Internet service 
provider (ISP), you can check your e-mail. 
This summer I was in Amman, Jordan and was 
able to access my ASC e-mail at an Internet 
café by going to the web browser and typing 
sean.agnesscott.edu/exchange in the “open 
location" box. Getting your mail off-campus is 
just like accessing your mail at school. 

One of the downfalls of our system is 
its capacity. Everyone with an e-mail 
account—this includes students, staff, and fac- 
ulty—are allowed five megabytes of disk space 
each. That's roughly the equivalent of four 
floppy disks. This space fills up quickly, espe- 
cially if you're the type of person who a) does- 
n't check their e-mail often; or b) receives an 
enormous amount of e-mails a day. If you 
receive a lot of e-mail, and you want to save it, 
either print out a copy and delete it, or save it 
toa disk to archive it. 

Some users have experienced problems 
when they have tried to save literally hundreds 
of e-mails on the server, and then when the

tickets will be given during all hours for illegal 
parking. Also, repeat offenses 
may result in compounding of the vehicle. 
Finally, fines have been raised from last 
year in an attempt to decrease violations and to 
discourage others from parking in our limited 
space. We all - students, faculty, and staff - must 
work together with the tight parking situation 
until Agnes Scott can accommodate more 
vehicles.

building or room. The names of students who 
have had their doors unlocked by the Judicial 
Rep., the Resident Advisor, the Resident Direc- 
tor, or Public Safety will be out on a list which 
will be evaluated monthly. Students with more 
than two lock-outs will be fined $2 for the third 
lock-out, $1 added cumulatively for each subse- 
quent occurrence within the month. Thus, a 
fourth lock-out would carry a fine of $3; the fifth 
lock-out, $4, the sixth lockout,$5; and so on. 
These fines will be billed at the end of the semes-

ITS 
makes no guarantee that e-mail will always be 
functional—software and hardware errors and 
problems are bound to occur—so prepare your- 
self. Even if you don't receive a lot of e-mail, 
delete each message after you read it if you don't 
really want to keep it. To do this, click on the “X” 
icon on the toolbar after you read the e-mail. 
Then, to permanently delete it, click the recycle 
bin icon. That will wipe it out from your account 
permanently. 
Another potential problem is attachments. People 
love to send pictures of their significant others, 
their new “adorable” pet python Bubbles, and their 
Xena doll collections with e-mails. If you get a 
picture or any other sort of file, please download 
it to a disk. It will give you a copy of the file so 
you can always have it at your side—and it will 
free up space on your account. 

All of us in ITS hope users—students, 
staff, and faculty—will utilize this space. Please e- 
mail computer, Internet, or any other question you 
have of a technical nature to cstover@agness- 
cott.edu and I'll include it in the next edition. Be 
sure to include your name and extension, even if 
you want your question to remain anonymous.

which are put together by ASC Public Safety. © 


They are the “Playing It Safe” handbook, as 
revised in 1998, and the ASC Parking Regula- 
tions, as revised in June, 1998. 
The “Playing It Safe” 
pamphlet has some very good tips on helping 
to lessen the opportunity for a criminal to take 
advantage of you. It also has some good tips

for exiting campus buildings in the event of a ® 


fire. 

The ASC Parking Regulations pam- 
phlet will help to ensure your vehicle is proper- 
ly registered. More importantly, it provides 
information on how to more effectively deal 
with ASC's ever increasing “car crunch" prob- 
lem, which will help all of us in the ASC fami- 
ly. 

In the Spring of 1998, with the assis- 
tance of Residence Hall Association (RHA) 
Leadership, we began to implement a “listening 
session" concept with the respective residence 
halls. Essentially, a Public Safety Officer(s) 
meets with students on a regular basis in an 
informal setting to answer safety or security 
questions. The Officer is able to provide time- 
ly “crime prevention tips’ or general informa- 
tion about maintaining our rich history of safe- 
ty and security in the ASC community. The 
1998 /99 RHA Officers have agreed to support 
the continuation of this concept of improving 
communications between Public Safety and our 
resident students. 

We are anxious to expand the concept 
to all of our community. At this time, Public 
Safety Director Rus Drew is contacting respec- 
tive discipline heads within staff and academic / 
faculty areas in an effort to ensure that all mem- 
bers of our community have the opportunity to 
be involved in these “listening sessions’. 

Our ultimate goal is to ensure the ASC 
Community has the best safety and security ser- 
vices, which our department can provide. We 
welcome input from everyone toward enhanc- 
ing this process, and if your organization or 
group would like for a Public Safety Officer to 
meet with them in a “listening session", please 
let us know.

Fujiko Moriguchi: the road less taken

Upon meeting Fujiko Moriguchi, you 
will find her an unassuming woman of small 
stature. One might immediately presume she is 
the stereotype of the conventional, reticent 
Japanese woman. However, Fujiko Moriguchi is 
a woman of independence, determination, and 
strong will. She has chosen a path most women 
in her country would not have taken. 

Before retiring in March at the age of 60, 
Moriguchi had been an English teacher for the 
past 36 years at Tokyo Metropolitan High 
School. She graduated from one of the first 
women's colleges in Japan, Tsudajuku. The col- 
lege was founded by Umeko Tsuda, who was 
one of the first women to attend a women’s col- 
lege nearly 200 years ago in the United States. 
As a result of her college experience, Tsuda 
returned to Japan and founded her own women's 
college, Tsudajuku. Following in Tsuda's foot- 
steps, Moriguchi became a woman ahead of her 
time. 

Being the second born child and a girl 
would normally have been a distinct disadvan- 
tage for Moriguchi nearly 50 years ago. She 
grew up on one of the many tiny islands of Japan 
below the main island, Honshu. Her parents 
were not prosperous by any means and had the 
task of supporting four children. Normally, the 
boys would receive an education first when a 
family could not afford one for all their children. 
However, her parents did not discriminate on 
the basis of sex. They were able to put all four 
children through college with the small business 
they built fixing electrical appliances. After fin- 
ishing secondary school on her island, she was 
sent to live with her uncle, who was the princi- 
pal of a high school in Niigata, and aunt 

While in college, Moriguchi majored in 
English Literature because she had loved the 


language in high school. After graduation she 


worked in a camera export-import company, but

she left after only one year because she knew she 
would not have an opportunity for upward 
mobility. She then 
turned to teaching, 
which was one of the few 
professions in which men 
and women received 
equal pay. It was the only 
way she could have 
equality. 

Moriguchi 
ried a man who was a 
teacher in the same area. 
Breaking from the conven- 
tions of the time, they believed marriage should 
be an equal partnership. Moriguchi continued 
to teach and actively participate in union move- 
ments after having a family instead of becoming 
a housewife. She was elected to an executive 
position in her union for 5 years, where she 
helped to organize 10,000 teachers from 200 
public high schools in Tokyo. 

When she finally retired, she decided to 
return to college in order to improve her Eng- 
lish. Her husband and children supported her 
decision. At first she had many doubts about 
returning to college. As she began her research 
on study abroad, she met an Agnes Scott Col- 
lege representative at a college fair and received 
an Atlanta Semester pamphlet which sparked 
her interest. She had applied to six colleges in 
the US, but she decided upon ASC because of 
its small community and class size which offered 
more individual attention toward students. 

Fujiko Moriguchi is an enthusiast. Look- 
ing at her schedule: “Rethinking Marxism’, 
“Contemporary Feminist Theory", and “Intro. to 
Sociology", one cannot miss that she's a feminist, 
her own woman. Fujiko Moriguchi has definite- 
ly chosen the road least taken by others by 
returning to college at this time in her life. We'd 
like to extend our welcome and wish her good 
luck here at ASC.

“Blade” fails to bite hard enough

Two out of two reviewers say the movie 
stinks. Blade would have been better as a silent 
film. The visual imagery was at times gothicly 
masterful and at others extremely gory but 
intriguing (i.e. the slaughterhouse shower 
scene). The dialogue, on the other hand, was 
mediocre, plus, Snipes could barely say his short 
lines around the huge fangs in his mouth. The 
caliber of the cast is wasted on the film. These 
actors have proven themselves several times 
before; too bad they didn’t get a chance to do so 
again in Blade. 

The concept of Blade is good. Wesley 
Snipes (New Jack City, Sugar Hill) plays Blade, 
a half-breed (vampire and human), who strikes 
out to kill vampires. Blade's target is Frost, 


played by Stephen Dorff (The Power of One), 
who is a power hungry vampire, out to rule the 
world. Helping him on his quest is Whistler, 
played by Kris Kristofferson (A Star is Born, 
Convoy), an old vampire hunter, and Karen Jen- 


son, played by N’Bushe Wright (I'll Fly Away), a 
young hematologist, who searches for a cure for 
vampirism. Something noticeably absent in the 
film is a love scene between Snipes and Wright, 
which was refreshing. 

Blade could have been an outstanding 
black superhero in all senses of the word, physi- 
cally and emotionally, but the movie only light- 
ly touches on these issues and drops them too 
quickly. Snipes’ character is made emotionless 
and taciturn. We could not sympathize with 
him, even when he was writhing in pain. These 
characters are dying, struggling with bloodlust 
and self-image, yet we do not feel bad for any of 
them. These issues should have been dealt with 
more thoroughly. Maybe if a few fight scenes 
were deleted the moviemakers may have had 
time. 


The fight scenes were choreographed 
well, and they were the most interesting parts of 
the movie, but there were too many. If all you 
want is fighting and excessive gore, then Blade is 
your movie, but if you crave plot and dialogue in 
a movie you pay to see, then go see Ever After. 
We have not seen it, but we are certain it is bet- 
ter, plus all our friends recommended it. We will 
not be recommending Blade to them though. 
We like our friends too much.

Volleyball team heats up court

On Tuesday, Sept. 1 the ASC Volley- 
ball Team won their first home match of the 
season against Stillman College of Tuscaloosa, 
Alabama. The match with Stillman, which was 
scheduled for the best three games out of five, 
was quickly completed in three games, with 
Agnes Scott winning 15-3, 15-11, and 15-7. 

In the first game, led by team captain 
Aleesia Tolliver, the only senior, and the first- 
year setter, Betty Callahan, the Scotties made 
short work of the women from Stillman. 

In the second game Stillman came out 
strong, scoring 4 points with their first server. 
The teams battled neck and neck for the lead 
until Trianna Oglivie (02) hammered in the kill 
for point 12 that spurred the Scotties to the 15- 
11 victory. 

In the final game the Scotties took the 
lead early and continued to “dig” up whatever 
Stillman tried to throw at them. Tolliver dom- 
inated the court beginning with her kill from a 
great quick middle set by Callahan for point 6, 
and she returned the favor by setting Callahan 
to score the next point. Tolliver continued to 
set the pace with ace serves for points 10 and 
12. Although Stillman was to score one more 
point, they were no match for the Scotties. 

The Scotties split the tri-match in 
Chattanooga, Tennessee on Thursday, Sept. 
3rd. The Agnes Scott team took the first 
match against Atlanta Christian College after 
losing the first game 13-15. They won the 
next three games straight 15-3, 15-3, 15-9 to 
take the match. The Crusaders from Tennessee 
Temple University took the second match in 
three games, 8-15, 7-15, and 8-15. 

Following their third match, Assistant 
Coach Alex Ricchi reported that Aleesia Tol- 
liver ('99) leads the team with 28 kills, while 
Betty Callahan ('02) has 66 assists. However, 
first-year Trianna Oglivie had 17 kills in the 
match against ACC.

Friday, September 11th marked the first 
open house lecture at Bradley Observatory for 
the 1998-1999 school year. The subject was 
"Pictures in the Sky: Naked Eye Astronomy 
Then and Now’ which included a broad range of 
topics — from early notions about the universe to 
using our hands to measure degrees in the night 
sky. 

Approximately eighty visitors attended 
the open house, and participants included stu-

Although there was no air-conditioning, every- 
one had positive comments about the event. 

The open house was structured in five 
parts: announcements, brief slide show, lecture, 
refreshments, and simultaneous planetarium 
shows and telescope demonstrations. 

Although the sky was too cloudy to use 
the telescopes, participants asked questions and 
gained information about their technological 
uses. 

Dr. Chris DePree's lecture addressed the 
origins of astronomy as astrology and timekeep-

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Oprah: she takes her work seriously, on-and off- screen

Oprah Winfrey's voice dances on the ears of her listeners against a 
setting of rich velvets, satins and fringed tapestry in an intimate meeting 
room at the Ritz-Carlton Hotel. 
But for her age, one would be left 
to assume that she was a village 
elder sharing pearls of wisdom to 
small children gathered at her feet. 
Winfrey admits that she has under- 
gone a life altering experience— 
one that leaves her listening to her 
heart, recognizing the scope of her 
intuition and embracing her rela- 
tionship with her spiritual self. 

For Winfrey, life's struggle 
is no longer a battle for public 
acceptance or reward from her col- 
leagues. Framed by the rays shin- 
ing through a bay window she says | 
that she is a person “who does 
everything based on instinct.” This 
elief “with your heart,” as she 
refers to it, is precisely the motiva- 
tion for her latest work, Beloved—a 
film adaptation of the Pulitzer 
rize winning novel by Toni Morri- 
sont Oprah and her ‘beloved.’ 

After reading the novel in 1987, Winfrey became determined to 
have the story told on film. What began as an intuitive desire to make 
known a good work has turned into a project that has taken ten years to 
bring to fruition. At the time she expressed interest in the Beloved project, 
her film experience was limited to her work in The Color Purple, a perfor- 
mance that earned her a Best Supporting Actress nomination. As with any 
production, Winfrey endeavored to assemble the production team and 
spent years approaching “Black directors, White directors, Foreign and 
Female [directors].” 

She addressed each of these groups convinced that they, in their 
own way, possessed the sensitivity required to tell this story. Still, 
through her personal evolution Winfrey came to the realization that the 
individual she chose to direct this film would “need to be able to fully 
experience and show the experience of the human heart.” Winfrey chose 
Johnathan Demme, of Philadelphia and Silence of the Lambs fame as direc- 
tor/producer. Winfrey (Sethe) worked opposite Danny Glover (Paul D.), 
Kimberly Elise (Denver) and Thandie Newton (Beloved) in telling the 
tale. But perhaps the greatest challenge for Winfrey was not assembling 
the production team and acting personnel to bring this story to life but 


confronting the hardship of the character she would portray. 
In Beloved, Winfrey insists that she escapes the anxiety that was 


such a prevalent part of her adventure on the set of The Color Purple. Gone 
is the woman who sulked and called herself a failure when unable to cry 
on cue in a particular scene. Instead of agonizing about scenes that 


required her to cry, Winfrey chose instead to use, as she says, “the past, 
the history, the legacy of the ancestors" to enhance her performance. She 
insists that she “called [the ancestors] up inside herself [and] opened [her- 
self] up to them" to aid in her characterization. 

Winfrey also relied on an authentic voyage along a portion of the 
Underground 
Railroad route. 
With the assis- 
tance of Anthony 
Cohen, she under- 
took the challenge 
in preparation for 
the role of Sethe. 
The experience 
took place in 
Maryland. First, 
Winfrey was 
blindfolded, taken 
to the woods, left 
alone and forced 
to find her own 
way. To make the 
encounter even 
more accurate var- 
ious individuals 
acted as slave mas- 
ters and abolition- 
ists throughout 
her journey. Dur- 
ing the process, 
Winfrey believes 
that she “touched 
he root” of the 
slave experience. In this experience she says that she was able to “know 
what it was like to be a slave and not simply on an intellectual level.” 

Once filming began, Winfrey relied on slave documents that list- 
ed the names and ages of slaves and the prices at which they were sold. 
She would frequently retreat to a corner and whisper, “I'm doing this scene 
for Little John, $200, seven years-old.” In the scene that followed she 
would say, “I'm doing this scene for Big Ann, twenty-seven years-old, 
$800." 

Winfrey contends that her “life has been changed because of 
Beloved." To sit on the damp forest floor blindfolded and at the trunk of a 
tree forced her to realize the essence of enslavement—the intense emo- 
tion that comes with knowing your only two choices in life are life as a 
slave or death. 

As reporters prepared to return to our respective news offices, 
Winfrey reminded us that, “Ultimately, nobody has ever seen a film like 
Beloved." She insisted that she doesn't ask that audiences “take away as 
much as [they] bring an open spirit, an open heart, an open mind because 
you have never seen a movie like this.”

On its most basic level, Beloved is a story about slavery, but to sim- 
ply regard it as a slave story or a story about a slave mother's love would 
mean negating the overwhelming theme of love. It is one of the few sto- 
ries that allows the audience to go into what Winfrey regards as “the inte- 
riors of a person's spirit to understand what slavery did to their soul."

Dalton Gallery opens first exhibit 

A mix of illustrations and words crowd 
the "From the Soul: images of personal signifi- 
cance," exhibit in the Dalton Gallery. The 
exhibit includes photography, mixed media, 
linocut, painting, text, and collage. This range 
of artistic modes allow viewers to experience the 
artists view while also creating a personal con- 
nection. The artists "used their whole selves. . 
what's great about abstract art is that both the 
artist and the audience draw from their own 
experience and each sees a piece differently," 
says first-year Allison Butt. 

Diversity is key to the success of this 
exhibit. These personal accounts explore an 
assortment of ideas. Ashley Waldvogel ("Don't 
be frightened. . .") seeks "not my specific child- 
hood, but the childhood of the American dream 
-- of American mythology," while Ashley Worley 
("Disrupt") presents "interest in the formal or 
informal female rituals that are celebrated in 
society." The exhibit includes eight other artists 
whose topics include cultural phenomena, social 
hierarchies, rape, and family narratives. These 
pieces are radiant expressions of joy, pain, con- 
fusion, love, and the complexity of human rela- 
tionships. 

Although the exhibit focuses on individ- 
ual experiences, it holds a broader appeal. "It's 
truly interesting to see the work they're present- 
ing," says junior Kate Lanigan. "Everything from 
photography to mixed media, from very con- 
trolled to very messy." 

The Dalton Gallery is located in the 
Dana Fine Arts Building and is open Monday- 
Friday 10a.m. to 4:30p.m. and Sunday 2- 
4:30p.m. The exhibit runs September 13-Octo- 
ber 23.

While previews suggest The Mighty is a 
feel good family picture, the children confront 
mature issues such as dealing with a traumatic 
past and the inevitability of death. Young audi- 
ences are enthralled in the fantastic (like 
medieval knights crossing the Cincinnati bridge) 
and adults are spellbound by the boys struggles 
and realizations about themselves and their envi- 
ronment 

The parent-child conflicts also relate to 
both segments of the audience. For example, 
when Kevin sneaks out and steals his mother's car 
the audience sees both Kevin's thrill and his 
mother's fear. 

Sir Freak the Mighty, the boys' self- 
knighted title, is characteristic of the film's 
humor. They consistently turn society's imposed 
labels and boundaries onto themselves, creating 
isolated moments of unfettered freedom and 
comic whimsy. 

Throughout their quest awkward and 
funny moments combine, designing humor both 
innately amusing and highly symbolic. For exam- 
ple, Max saves Kevin and himself by walking into 
a lake with Kevin on his shoulders. Although 
funny at first, once Max is submerged, he is bap- 
tised into Kevin's world. It is a purging of the 
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boys' old lives and a rebirth into a newfound 
friendship and respect. 

Director Peter Chelsom melds the boys! 
world and their physical surroundings well, using 
the appearance of knights and dragons to juxta- 
pose the dueling realities 

The acting is also suprisingly good. Kier- 
an Culkin (Kevin) and Elden Henson (Max) are 
the main characters and narrators with Joe Perrin 
giving a strong supporting performance as the 
neighborhood bully, Blade. 

Although young actors, they flawlessly 
execute the emotional and physical maneuvers 
required to make the characters believable. 
Sharon Stone (Kevin's mother) acts for the first 
time since Casino, and Gena Rowlands perfects 
the archetypal mother character she's played 
recently in a number of films.

Laura-at the Help Desk wants to remind 
all of her fans to log in if you want to print 
Most printers at ASC are networked, meaning 
one printer will service more than one comput- 
er. In order for the printer to recognize your 
computer, you have to log in to the network. 
Log into Novell so you can have printing 
access. 

There are two ways to log in to Novell. 
You can use a generic Novell lab login of “lab- 
walters” which requires no password, or you 
can use your first-initial,last-name login and 
password to get into Novell 

The biggest pain when writing a paper 
is at the very end—about to type that final 
period—when the plug gets kicked out of the 
wall or the electricity goes out or your com- 
puter locks up. Is all lost? Not if you save to a 
disk! The best thing to do is to save continual- 
ly—every five minutes is best. Don't save to the 
hard drive in a lab if you can avoid it. 

For the sake of your own sanity, use a new disk! 
If you use the same disk you've had since your 
sophomore year of high school, things are 
bound to go bad. Dole out the $1.79 they cost 


in the bookstore or try to score a new one for 
free in ITS. Quail spent hours preparing disks 
for student use, reformatting print driver and 
software disks.

This shuttle 
is sponsored by the Dean of Students Office 
and can be use by any member of our ASC 
Community and community members guests, 
as long as the guest (s) is accompanied by a 
community member with an ID. 

As a reminder the expansion the S. Can- 
dler Parking Lot (Lot A) is almost complete 
(still lacking shrubbery and other aesthetic 
improvements) and is now usable and has lights 
on the South end of the lot.

Card sharks never looked as good as they do in Rounders not 
because they have golden boy Matt Damon playing one but because the 
film-makers make an honest attempt to show the tense drama and mind 
games that go on between card players. 

Matt Damon plays Mike McDermott, a young man torn 
between two worlds that of law and gambling. The release from prison 
of his childhood friend Worm (Edward Norton) draws McDermott back 
into the dark whirlpool of high stakes poker. Worm, a born cheater, can- 
not go the straight and narrow, and because of all the trouble that results 
from Worm's unorthodox ways, McDermott must go back to card play- 
ing to save him. 

Norton, with his innocent smile and beady eyes, overshadows 
Damon's performance, Norton's unapologetic attitude, as the unrelent- 
ing cheat, will make you like him a lot but not sympathize with him. 
The writers took the suckers’ way out with Damon's character though. 
McDermott wants to be a lawyer because his girlfriend (Gretchen Moi) 
wants him to be one. This flimsy reasoning makes him look weak by his 
subservience. The other characters, played by Martin Landau, John 


Malcovich, and John Turturro, make their own decisions and do not 
apologize for them. Their stalwartness contrasts sharply with McDer- 
mott's tentative bumping around as he tries to figure out what he should 
do. 

Another drawback to this film is the narration done by Damon, 
the voice-overs inform the audience of thoughts and emotions that are 
contrary to McDermott's outward appearance, but Damon sounds bored 
rather than reserved, and no moviegoer wants to listen to a bored actor. 

The movie strives relentlessly for authenticity. The cast con- 
stantly played poker between takes, and Johnny Chan, the current 
Poker World Champion, makes a cameo appearance. The heavily shad- 
owed scenes give the audience a forbidden look into the dark under- 
world of high stakes poker, every aspect from the small informal high 
society games in fancy homes to the moldy basements of Russian maffi- 
an back gambling rooms show the rich danger and complexity of round- 
ing. Like eighties trucking movies with their colorful CB talk, the dia- 
logue is sprinkled with poker lingo, making simple things sound inter- 
esting with their new wording. 

Poker is only a metaphor for life and the heavy decisions a man 
has to make for himself. Factors involved are relationships, just how 
much a person can sacrifice of themselves for another, and if and what, 
are a person's weaknesses. The plot, setting, and the great ensemble cast 
make the microcosm world of poker accessible to the rest of the globe. 

When the movie finishes, you'll feel like you could pull up a seat 
at any card table and clean house, but as the disclaimer goes, kids don't 
try this at home. 


Studio 54 fails to shake its groove thing

When deciding to go see "54", most people were incorrect in 
assuming that the movie is inspired by the life of Steve Rubell, propri- 
etor of the exclusive Manhattan nightclub Studio 54. The movie is 
instead about a young (fictional) employee at Studio 54 named Shane 
OjShea (Ryan Phillippe). 

Although Shane is quickly established as the main character, 
the lack of proper character development makes him the least interest- 
ing character in the entire movie (aside from the abundance of extras). 
The supporting players are far more appealing, including Anita (Salma 
Hayek), a wannabe disco diva; Mona, an 80-year-old disco queen; and 
Rubell (Mike Myers) himself, who's intriguing enough for you to wish 
the film had been based on his life. 

“Shane is lucky enough to get what he sees as the big break in 
his life when Rubell picks him out of a crowd of people clamoring to 
get into Studio 54. After being promoted from patron to biusboy, 
Shane meets another busboy (Breckin Meyer) and his aspiring-singer 
wife Anita. During his stay at Studio 54, Shane is hurled into a world 
of drugs, promiscuous sex, and even becomes a semi-celebrity after a 
photo shoot lands him in a magazine. He eventually meets his dream 


girl (Neve Campbell), an actress on a daytime soap, seduces a Man- 
hattan socialite (Sela Ward), and encounters the likes of Andy Warhol 
and Truman Capote. Meanwhile, Rubell is trying to keep an institu- 
tion of partying open to the good-looking and well dressed while 


being investigated by the IRS for tax fraud. 
54 has no dramatic thrust, nor does it seem to have a point. 


The main problem with this movie is its point of view. The character 
of Shane is, sadly, two-dimensional. He's physically attractive, but we 
never see or learn anything else that would make us care about him 
Scenes that hint at his betrayal of his Jersey friends are never fully 
realized, anda subplot dealing with his aloof father is completely 
skipped over. 

Shane seems to be a horny teenager who seduces a few impor- 
tant people. The plot doesnit bother to deal with Shane's drug use, 
which wouldnit be such a problem if the filmmakers hadn't focused so 
much on his drug use in the first place. For Shane, the world is his 
oyster but there are no consequences. This is highly unrealistic, and 
is definitely not the basis of a good drama. 

On a visual note, the movie isnit that great either. Besides the 
occasional whirly movement, the camera is kept too static to do jus- 
tice to the subject matter. Overall, the best part of the movie was the 
soundtrack. The score has an abundance of classic disco tunes. The 
only way you will get a recommendation to go see this movie from 
me, will be if you tell me you just want to have a good time dancing 
in your seat.

Sometimes | forget that the world ‘out- 
side’ isn't like Agnes Scott College. | forget that 
not everyone can eat anything and everything 
they want by just having their identification 
card scanned. | forget that not everyone cele- 
brates the worth of every individual, regardless 
of gender or race or sexual orientation. | forgot 
that a wymyn who has hairy legs is not seen as 
beautiful, natural and liberated. When summer 
came though, I, like most of us, was thrust out 
into reality. 

My drive though downtown Atlanta to 
the posh suburbs reminded me that decent food 
and housing was moving in the same direction, 
One glance around my church reminded me 
that diversity is not always celebrated, and my 
family was kind enough to remind me continual- 
ly that a wymyn who no longer shaves her legs 
is a disgusting embarrassment. 

They saw me as a fanatic extremist and 
used my social deviance to justify ignoring any- 
thing I said, whether about poverty or war or 
friends from Agnes Scott (even the hairless 
ones). All they could think or speak or see were 
my hairy legs. Conversations at my home went 
something like this: 

Me: Did you know that 15% of the US popula- 
tion can not afford the basic necessities of life? 
Mom: Really? Well, I'll donate some razors next 
time our church takes up a collection. 


Or in between putts on the 24 hour golf chan- 
nel: 

Me: Hi, Dad, how's it going? 

Dad: You know, no one is going to want to be 
around you, They may talk to you, but deep 
down their disgusted by your hairy legs. 

Me: Well, I'm glad your doing okay today. 

My mom told me my dad was regretting 
paying for me to attend Agnes Scott College. 
Okay, so maybe my newfound commie pinko 
tendencies influenced his fear of Agnes Scott, 
too, but my aversion to dragging a razor across 
half of my body daily certainly played a part. 

So I gave in. | used up a couple of dis- 
posable razors and about a half of a can of shav- 
ing cream, and I washed the visual manifestation 
of my fight for gender equality down the drain. 

My small stand against social sexism led 
to huge family conflict and | decided it wasn't 
worth it. I cringe when | admit that. How can 
1 devote my life to working for social justice if 1 
so quickly succumb to my family’s negative pres- 
sure? For certain | will meet with opposition all 
of my life—especially if I'm really getting things 
done. 

This situation is a small microcosm of a 
struggle | will probably face all of my life. 
When do | make concessions in order to prevent 
alienating people? To what extent should we 
ease into reform so that we bring most of the 
world with us? I firmly believe in the necessity 


of including people whose opinions differ from 
mine. I want to have people around me that 
challenge my beliefs and expose me to all the 
other options. | want to have to defend my the- 
ories and make sure I'm not blindly accepting 
things that just sound good. Once someone 
thinks she has all the answers, she's lost the abil- 
ity to change, to grow, to move with the world 
and move within herself. 1 don't want to loose 
that. But when does exposure to those who 
think so differently cross the line and become 
inhibiting, damaging and hurtful2 When do | 
step away and act even though others are 
adamantly opposed to my actions? When do | 
let the value of a relationship take precedence 
over a belief? And when do | sacrifice a rela- 
tionship in order to maintain a sense of self and 
the ability to progress? 

These are the questions | asked myself 
this summer, and my family was the answer. | 
was willing to take a side step on social progress 
to that I could maintain a strong relationship 
with my parents. 

I think I made the right decision. | don't 
think giving up the hair on my legs necessarily 
means that | gave up a huge part of my inner 
self. If anything, the conflict and compromise 
strengthened my sense of self and gave me con- 
fidence in my ability to function in the world I 
sometimes forget exists—the world of opposi- 
tion.

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Urban Legend falls short of legendary |Art Talk

All right, | admit it; I'm a die-hard hor- 
ror fan. | watch Tales from the Crypt and Buffy the 
Vampire Slayer. | read books by Anne Rice and 
Stephen King, And | went to see Urban Legend 
with excitement and glee, but | left mad and 
frustrated because in my opinion, if you plagia- 
rize something, plagiarize it well. 

Urban Legend sounded like a neat con- 
cept. A small college campus, with a course in 
urban legends, and students begin getting killed 
in the manner of modern myths. Sounded 
great. And it was in Scream 2 and I Still Know 
What You Did Last Summer. But in those movies, 
the characters lived long enough for the audi- 
ence to wonder which one of the young people 
did it. In Urban Legend, people drop like flies, so 
there isn't a question of who-dun-it but who's 
going to be the last one standing. 

The movie may have had time to do lit- 
tle things like plot and character development 
if they hadn't spent it all on the urban legends 
First, they tell the urban legend, then kill some- 
body, then retell the urban legend, again and 
again. Apparently, the writers thought their 
primary audience would be severe head trauma 
patients with no short-term memory. 

All the actors play really convincing 
corpses even if they don't die, especially Alicia 
Witt, who plays Natalie, the female protago- 
nist, and Rebecca Gayheart (the Noxzema 
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Girl), who portrays Brenda, Natalie's best 
friend. These two are perfect for each other 
because, surprise, they both cannot act and 
scream annoyingly. 

Scotties shouldn't go to see Joshua Jack- 
son or Jared Leto in this movie either, but 
instead watch the season premiere of Dawson's 
Creek or a rerun of My So-Called Life. Urban Legend 
reduces these two fine actors to repugnant 
stereotypes such as the horny insensitive frat 
boy and the fame-seeking journalist, respec- 
tively. The rest of cast amused me because 
many of them have illustrious horror film 
careers, starting with Robert Englund, every- 
body's favorite nightmarish Freddy Krueger, 
who teaches the urban legend class, Danielle 
Harris from Halloween IV and V as Natalie's 
roommate, and Rad Dourif, the voice of 
Chucky, as a gas station attendant. All are scary 
people with horror film experience and even 
acting experience (Dourif won an Academy 
Award for Best Supporting Actor in One Flew 
Over the Cuckoo's Nest), but the producers cast 
them as victims rather than as suspects, allow- 
ing these horror film greats no opportunity to 
scare the audience. 

Casting young actors in horror films has 


become the vogue for the terror industry, 
thanks to the success of Wes Craven's Scream, 
but while Craven rejuvenated the horror genre 
with fresh blood and new concepts, Urban Leg- 
end makes horror once again trite and boring, 
with cardboard characters and hackney story 
ideas, 

How many movies have to be made of 
a bunch of kids running around trying to find 
out who the killer is in the wet slicker, no, I 
mean in the Eskimo coat, before Hollywood 
comes up with something new to wear out?

Pecker review 


Irreverent filmmaker 
John Waters crashed onto the 
independent film scene with 
his not-so-breathtaking Pink 
Flamingos in 1972, dragging 
white trash culture in full trailer park glory into 
celluloid history. 

His new comedy, 


Pecker, confronts more 
mainstream themes while still brimming with 
Waters’ customary oddball characters. 

Pecker (Edward Furlong) is an amateur 
photographer named for his habit of “pecking” 
food. He is satisfied with his job at a sandwich 
shop and his laundromat manager girlfriend, 
Shelly (Christina Ricci) 

His photos are a sensation with Rorey (Lili 
Taylor), a New York gallery owner with a pen- 
chant for exploiting undiscovered talent, and the 
high art crowd. Pecker's unusual family includes a 
grandmother who converses with a Virgin Mary 
statue, a sugar-holic sister, a felon assistant and 
two off-kilter parents. 

Although not Jerry Falwell proof, Waters’ 
concentrates on the conflicting positions of art 
and business minus his usual shock value antics. 
Rorey and Pecker argue over a print Rorey wants 
displayed at the Whitney Museum. Pecker con- 
tends the photo depicts Shelly unfairly because 
she was in an unusually bad mood and is not exhi- 
bition material. This dilemma is the crux of 
Waters’ argument that business should not dictate 


art. 

Waters also stresses the unclear boundary 
between high and low art. Are the unfocused pic- 
tures of gay strippers art or not? How about crisp 
shots of Grandma and the Mary statue? How does 
the political climate affect what “good art” is 
shown? 

Waters says Pecker's idea of art “is really 
against the contempt for investigation, which 
almost all regular people have about contemporary 
art. You show them something, and they start 
sputtering, ‘Jeez, my kid could have done that.’ Of 
course! That's the kind of art I like, where you have 
to look at it in a different way” (FilmMaker Magazine, 
Fall 1998) 

Whether or not you agree with Waters 
views, Pecker is a great comedy. Ranging from 
thought-provoking humor to situational gags, the 
assemblage of characters from New York's high 
society to Baltimore's middle class neighborhoods 
weave a pattern of oddly complex relationships. 
The characters ability to laugh at each other and 
themselves create an enjoyable atmosphere while 
exploring contemporary political and artistic 
issues.

No New Developments in Kosovo 

This week has brought nothing definite 
to the troubles in Kosovo, a province in south- 
ern Serbia, between ethnic Albanians and Serbs. 
If the Serbs do not withdraw their forces and 
declare an immediate cease fire, as dictated by 
the U.N. resolution, then NATO airstrikes 
could be soon in coming. Richard Holbrooke, 
senior U.S. envoy for the Balkans, met with 
Yugoslav President Slobadan Milosevic twice 
this week to discuss compliance with the U.N. 
resolution but Milosevic remained defiant and 
said that NATO airstrikes on Serb forces in 
Kosovo would be “a criminal act." Several coun- 
tries have met to discuss what to do about the 
Kosovo problems, which include the deaths of 
hundreds of people and the displacement of 
thousands and other atrocities. 


Possible Impeachment Inquiry 
The House of Representatives, for only 


the second time this century, will vote on 
whether or not to launch a formal impeachment 
inquiry against Bill Clinton for perjury and 
obstruction of justice allegations against Clinton 
stemming from the president's attempts to hide 
his sexual relationship with Monica Lewinsky. It 
will all come down to how the democrats in the 
House vote for the impeachment. Experts say 
there may be up to 100 Democrats who might 
vote in favor of the inquiry. "I think everybody 
should cast a vote of principle and conscience," 
Clinton said.

College to adopt sexual harassment policy

Agnes Scott has a new sexual harassment 
policy. The policy is designed to acquire a 
“world of women” free of sexual harassment. 
According to the regulations defined by Georgia 
Law and Title VII of the 1964 Civil Rights Act, 
sexual harassment can be defined in two ways. 

The first type of Sexual harassment is 
called the Quid pro quo or the exchange of some- 
thing for something else. This describes:a situa- 
tion where the rejection of sexual advances deter- 
mines if a person is qualified for employment or 
academic advancement. 

The second type of harassment is called 
Hostile Environment in which repeated hostile 


actions of sexual nature interferes with a persons 
job performance. 

According to the new policy certain kinds 
of behaviors may constitute sexual harassment. 
Some examples include insults of sexual nature, 
inappropriate touching or pinching, repeated sex-

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24/7 surveillance an impractical solution

I walked into the dining hall a few days 
ago and saw a petition taped to the table request- 
ing the reinstatement of twenty-four hour sur- 
veillance in the Boonies: Judging by the num- 
ber of signatures running down the sheet, it is a 
popular idea, But is it necessary? 

I have not signed any of the petitions 
because however comforting twenty-four hour 
surveillance may be, it is neither practical nor 
necessary. In fact, that it has been proposed at 
all shows a remarkable selfishness and lack of 
common sense. 

Increased surveillance of the Boonies is 
certainly advisable. Twenty-four hour surveil- 
lance, however, is not the answer. First, it 
requires that someone sits in that lot the entire 
time.

Oh yeah it runs ona 
schedule too. If you brought a car here, you 
received a copy of it when you registered your 
car. I’m sure Public Safety has extra copies if 
you lost yours. Because of this modern wonder, 
no student should be afraid of walking to their 
car . . . because no student has to. 

Third, we’ve all gota brain. When you 
want to go out, you can pull out your copy of the 
shuttle schedule and plan your trip. And if you 
want to get back after 1 a.m., tough luck; it’s 
your problem, not Public Safety’s.

Basically, take all safety precautions you would 
if you were anywhere else besides Agnes Scott. 

If you’re worried about car break-ins and 
thefts, follow the safety measures Public Safety 
has outlined. Don’t leave valuables in your car. 
If they’re not in your car, they can’t be stolen 
from your car. 

If you’re worried that your car itself 
might be stolen, get insurance. If it’s stolen, and 


your car is insured against theft, you can get 
another one. Here’s another suggestion: sell 
your nice car and get a clunker.

It is at risk 
of being stolen everywhere you go and by not 
insuring it, the risk is yours.

Israel and PLO Sign Peace Agreement 


After nine days of negotiations, Israeli and Palestinian leaders have final- 
ly signed a peace accord, Israeli Prime Minister Benjamin Netanyahu and 
Palestinian leader Yasser Arafat signed the agreement which calls for 
Israel to withdraw its troops from the West Bank, which is has occupied 
since 1967. This gives Palestine control over 40 percent of the West Bank. 
Palestine agreed to provide aid to Israel to implement a security plan to 
protect against attacks by Islamic militants. 

They also agreed to remove, from their national charter, the 
demand for the destruction of the Jewish state. 

Dissidents on both sides have already expressed dissatisfaction 
with the agreement through protests, flag burnings and graffiti.

NASA Launches Deep Space 1 

At 8am Saturday, October 24, 1998 NASA launched their $152 
million Deep Space 1. This experimental craft is equipped with an ion 
drive and artificial intelligence. Although Deep Space | will possibly be 
observing a few comets, the main purpose of the mission is to test out the 
new technology. 

The ion drive, which was previously used to adjust positioning of 
satellite orbits, has never before been used as a propulsion system. Sci- 
entists say that this new system will be approximately 10 times more effi- 
cient. 


Also featured on Deep Space | is the Miniature Integrated Cam- 
era Spectrometer or MICAS. The MICAS will be used in gathering sci- 
entific data as well as in obtaining navigational images and providing 
images to be used for the further development of observational instru- 
ments.

The government of Spain requested that he be arrested and extra- 
dited for presumed war crimes. 

The Chilean government immediately demanded his release stat- 


ing that, since he is a senator for life, he has diplomatic immunity. The 
warrant for his arrest says that he is wanted for questioning for “crimes of 
genocide and terrorism that includes murder.” Under his rule, an estimat- 
ed 3000 Chileans were shot in the streets or “disappeared.” This action 
brings up many questions in international law such as where does one 
draw the line concerning crimes against humanity and diplomatic immu- 
nity.

Battle Over Child Online Protection Act Rages On 

The ACLU and the Philadelphia Gay News are seeking prevention 
of the enforcement of the newly passed Child Online Protection Act. 
Those advocating the act, which will go into effect in the next 30 days 
without court action, say that it will not hinder Internet use to adults but 
will only prevent exposure of children to pornography and other free sites 
deemed indecent. 

The ACLU believes that this violates the 1st Amendment because 
it makes it a crime to post information that has legitimate adult use. The 
act would make it a crime for The Philadelphia Gay News to post infor- 
mation about AIDS prevention and a group providing gynecological 
information via the Internet would also be in violation of the law. 

Another concern is that the Child Online Protection Act only reg- 
ulates those sites operated within the United States of America leaving 
pornographic web sites from countless other countries unregulated and 
accessible. 

The Supreme Court deemed the Communications Decency Act 
passed in 1996, which shared similar goals, unconstitutional.

Women lose on retirement financing 


Women live’ longer, have less access to pensions, earn less than 
men, and spend more time out of the labor force. This means that many 
elderly women are more dependent on Social Security than men, howey- 
er, women recieve smaller Social Security checks because they have not 
invested as much money in the system, The average monthly benefit 
amounts among retired and disabled workers are $841 for men and $629 
for women. 

The White House held a roundtable discussion Tuesday “to 
remind all Americans about how important retirement security is for 
women and, in particular, how important Social Security is” said Social 
Security Commissioner Kenneth S. Apfel. 

President Clinton is expected to unveil two new pension initiatives 
designed to create greater security for women’s financial future.

students learning environment and faculty and 
staffs workplace. She explains that most sexual 
harassment cases are “one on one basis” and a 
thorough interview must be conducted. Dean 
Hudson also believes in consistency in the sto- 
ries of each person.

This new addition will be located where 
the “Secret Garden” is currently. Above the 
new building a terrace with trees and greenery 
will replace the current garden. The end of the 
new building, facing south, will be predomi- 
nantly glass, allowing for plenty of light and 
excellent views. * 

This is similar to the plan for the new 
campus center. “They are putting lots of empha- 
sis on looking at the two buildings together and 
making it easy to get from one to the other,” said 
Moreland. The main part of the new building, 
housing study areas and the Writing and Speak- 
ing centers, will have ground-level access and 
will be open 24 hours a day. The path between 
the library and campus center is being carefully 
constructed and landscaped to create a major 
pedestrian thoroughfare. 

The existing structure, with the exception of 
the stacks levels, will face little change. “They 
are making strenuous efforts to see that the north 
fasade will not change at all. Most of the exist- 
ing building will not change outside,” said 
Moreland. 

Plans are still not finalized for the main 
reading room. One option involves restoring it 
to the original configuration and housing some 
of the collection in the room. Another option is 
to turn it into a true reading room, making it no 
longer the reference room. The reading room 
fireplace will be kept, and another will be added 
in the south addition in a smaller reading room 
with two story ceilings and many windows.

Spaghetti | 
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New bill to battle hate crimes on college campuses nationwide

On October 7, 1998, President Clinton 
signed a bill that affects every college and uni- 
versity in the United Stated. The bill, which 
was passed in both houses of Congress, is a 
mandate to all colleges and universities, both 
private and pubic, to have open crime logs. 

According to the Human Rights report, 
this bill is going to affect student press first. 
“This legislation sends the clear message that 
hate crimes are serious offenses and should not 
be swept under the carpet. This open policy 
allows gay and lesbian students to know if they 
may be at a higher risk by attending certain 
schools,” stated the HRC political director Win- 
nie Stachelberg in the report. 

Hate Crimes, which this bill heavily hits 
against, have been on the rise since the mid- 


1980s. In 1990, Congress passed a bill so the 
federal government could collect statistics to 
measure the number of hate crimes in America 
in general. In 1992, Congress passed a bill to 
allow the federal government to collect annual 
crime statistics from colleges and universities. 
This did not include hate crimes. 

In the wake of the death of Matthew 
Sheppard, Congress rushed, before hibernating 
for the winter, to pass the Higher education 
Reauthorization Act. This bill passed 96-0. 
With this act, there are other provisions that col- 
leges and universities can “voluntarily” follow. 

The first provision deals with freedom of 
speech. It says that “no students attending a col- 
lege or university should be sanctioned or pun- 
ished in any way for participating in speech or 
association that would be protected by the First 
Amendment if the institution were covered by 


the First Amendment.” Simply stated, students 
in both private and public institutions are cov- 
ered by the First Amendment [Sec. 101 (Sec 112 
of Title I, part B)] and cannot be punished for 
writing or verbally communicating an unpopu- 
lar or even offensive thought. 

The second provision says that colleges 
and universities should adopt policies to limit 
the advertisement of alcohol on campus. “As 
positive as it is that Congress has voiced its sup- 
port for student expression, I’m disturbed that it 
so blithely encouraged students to censor adver- 
tisements,” said Mark Goodman, executive 
director of the Student Press Law Center 
(SPLC) in a report from the SPLC. 

Although these two small provisions are 
contained in this bill, the meat of this bill is 
about the reporting of hate crimes on college 
campuses.

Major issues of concern: 

Tax: He wants to eliminate car taxes. He

He also wants to cut down on the spending in government by the 
implementation of regular, comprehensive performance audits of each 
State agency to be conducted by outside, independent auditors. 

Education: He wants to raise the standards for teachers to teach in 
the school system. He also concentrates heavily on the higher standards 
for students by implementing standardize testing for students at every 
level. To cut the class size by 20 percent, Millner wants to hire 7,500 more 
teachers for the classroom.

Crime: His “If You Do The Crime, You’ll Do The Time” philoso- 
phy basically stated wants the criminals to do all of their sentences, espe- 
cially those in for harsher crimes like rape, murder, or abuse of chil- 
dren/spouse. The “Tough Love” philosophy would set these three simple 
laws: 1. Requiring all juvenile offenders to obtain a high school or equiy- 
alency diploma. 2. Imposing a minimum sentence of three years on any 
juvenile illegally possessing a gun. 3. Using innovative programs and 
alternative settings to deal with juvenile offenders and bring down the rate 
of recidivism.

The 
remodeling of Alston Center to provide dining facilities while Evans Dining Hall undergoes major ren- 
ovation has led to the placement of two trailers in the Hopkins Lot to accommodate the temporary 
home(s) of our post office and book store.

From Main, we journey to 
Letita Pate Evans Dining Hall where a former 
student haunts the steps which were the scene of 
her death.

After she had taken it, she had second thoughts 
about her actions and tried to stop it by running 
through the quad to Evans for help, but time was 
not on her side, and she died on the steps of 
Evans where her spirit continues to linger. 

Now we proceed to Winship where on 
the third floor a malignant spirit sporadically 
haunts the students. The tale circulating among 
students is that a woman hung herself in the attic 
and since then occasionally bothers students. 
One tale of the ghost is that she visited three stu- 
dents one night in a dream where she tried to 
choke them. None of the students were harmed, 
but the dream did frighten them. The ghost is 
said to move furniture and often drop small 
objects on a sleeper’s head. Her footsteps can 
also be heard in the attic. i 

Next we go to McCain library, where a 
slew of ghosts are said to reside. Different 
sources believe these ghosts are male and yes, 


dent said the stacks shook so badly that she 
feared they would topple over. The origin of 
these ghosts is unknown, but many people attest 
to feeling their frightening presence. 

Our next destination is the field 
behind McCain Library where one night a stu- 
dent was drawn into an eerie experience. She 
was walking along the field when she passed by 
a professor who stopped her. He asked her if she 
saw what he was seeing, pointing towards the 
amphitheater where a phantom confederate reg- 
iment was emerging. She stood there in com- 
plete shock. As the specters approached her and 
the professor, they began to dissipate. When the 
specters had completely vanished, she turned to 
the professor in wonderment only to find him 
gone. 

From the field, we march on to Dana, a 
relatively young building, that has a surprising- 
ly rich history of haunting. The story told is of a 
young pottery professor, who was working 
alone one Thanksgiving Break when her long 
hair got caught in a clay mixing machine. Her 
neck snapped and she died instantly. Her body 
remained undiscovered for two days. Since her 
death, she has been spotted in several areas of 


Dana. Students have reported faucets turning on 
by themselves, heavy objects moving on their 
own volition, and eerie sounds. The Dana ghost 
also seems to be a theater aficionado. During 
rehearsals for a past play, actors have reported 
seeing an unknown figure on the catwalk, which 
is only accessible through the 
lighting and sound booth above 
the balcony. The sound and - 
lighting people swore no one 
was up there so the mystery 
remains. If students ask Prof. 
Beidler,.a studio Art professor 
in Dana, about the ghost, she 
tells them to not fear the ghost. 
She thinks, that if there is a 
ghost, it is a protective spirit 
and nothing more. David 
Austin, the night security guard 
of Dana, though he has never 
had any encounter with the 
ghost, says, “This building is 
really spooky on cold, windy 
nights.” 

Our last stop on the tour 
is Presser. The ghost that 
haunts Presser is not directly 
connected to Agnes Scott but 
was here before the college. 
Paul, night watchman of Presser, has dubbed her 
the “Blue Lady”. The myth involves the Civil 
War Battle of Decatur. The Blue Lady was a 
confederate soldier’s wife who was suppose to 
warn the Confederate troops of the oncoming 
Union army. The Union army captured her 
before she could give the signal and killed her. 
Her task was left undone, and she still wanders 
in search of the confederate troops. The local 
theory goes that she was trapped in Presser by 
its construction on the site of her death. She goes 
through Presser trying to find her way in unfa- 
miliar surroundings with a lantern to guide her. 
She goes in by the side entryway, facing But 
trick, she opens the door, walks down the hall to 
Gaines, turns left, and goes inside. Her specter is 
described as being a very pale blue and that is 
how she got her name.

How many of us participate in the monthly breast} 
exam? How often do we familiarize ourselves 
with our bodies to learn what is "regular" for us? 

At some point in each of our lives, breast 
cancer will become a personal issue. Statistics! 
show that one out of every nine women will be 
diagnosed with breast cancer. On a campus of 
approximately 800 students, 89 of us will have} 
breast cancer. The other 711 will know someone 
who does. 


So, Why Be Informed About Breast Cancer? 

If detected early, breast cancer has a 95% survival] 
rate. 80% of those diagnosed have no high risk] Si 
factors. 


Risk Factors 


- Family history of breast cancer 

- Previous episode of breast cancer 

- Menstruation began before the age of 12 
- Late menopause 


‘There are many good reasons for doing a 
becast self-exam cach month. One reason is 
that it is easy to do and the more you do it, 
the better you will get at it. When you get to 
know how your breasts normally feel, you 
will quickly be able to feel any change, and 
early detection is the key to successful 
treatment and cure. 


The best time to do breast self-exam is right 
after your period, when breasts are not 
tender or swollen. If you do not have 
periods or sometimes skip a month, do it on 
the same day every month. 


1. Lie down and put a pillow under your 
right shoulder. Place your right arm behind 
your head. 

2. Use the finger pads of your three middie 
fingers on your Ieft hand to feel for lumps or 
thickening. Your finger pads are the top third 
of cach finger. 

3. Press firmly enough to know how your 
breast feels. If you're not sure how hard to 
press, ask your health care provider. Or try to 
copy the way your health care provider uses 
the finger pads during a breast exam. Leam 
what your breast feels like most of the time. 
A firm ridge in the lower curve of each breast 
is normal. 

4. Move around the breast in a set way. You 
can choose either the circle (A), the up and 
down line (B), or the wedge (C). Do it the 
same way every time. It will help you to make 
‘sure that you've gone aver the entire breast 
area, and to remember how your breast feels. 


You should also check your breasts while 
‘standing in front of a mirror right after you 
do your breast self-exam each month. Sec if 
there are any changes in the way your breasts 
look: dimpling of the skin, changes in the 
nipple, or redness or swelling. 

‘You might also want to do a breast self-exam 
while you're in the shower. Your soapy hands 
will glide over the wet skin making it easy to 
check how your breasts feel. 


- Obesity 
- 50 years or older 
- Exposure to certain chemicals 


Preventative Measures 

- Maintain a normal body weight 

- Eat fruits, vegetables, and foods containing fiber or vitamin A. 
- Exercise 

- Monthly Breast Self-Exam 

- Annual Clinical Exam 

- Mammograms years after the age of 40 

- Become aware of your breasts' normal shape and texture

SLAM 


slam: to win; a heavy jarring impact; BANG; to throw violently and 
noisily 

Raw instinct and justice-singed flesh collide in Slam, a doc- 
umentary-style feature film, that blends urban hard-knocks with a 
modern morality fable. Centered on characters bruised by government bureaucracy and 
vicious street life, Slam is populated by poets who, at some point, sold or are selling 
drugs or their bodies to live. It's a film of redemption, not secular or religious, but one 
soul stretching to grasp another, both a balm for the other's pain. Slam won the Grand 
Jury Prize at the Sundance Film Festival and both the Camera d'Or and the Prix du Pub- 
lic at the Cannes Film Festival. The positive critical and audience feedback is warrant- 
ed as Slam is a powerful and enthralling semi-autobiographical insight into current social 
expectations and realities. 

Raymond (Saul Williams) is a street poet beating out rhymes with neighborhood 
kids on homemade instruments and writing romantic poetry for Big Mike, a gang leader 
attempting to impress his girlfriend. S/am's gritty realism is a jolt from the glamorized 
gang life of other films. These gangsters congregate around a discarded living room set 
beneath a few trees in their neighborhood. Ray's work is influenced more by the rhythms 
of hip-hop and scenes of street life than the works of classical poets. When Ray is caught 
with marijuana and arrested, his poetry keeps him sane in jail and earns him the respect 
of and, consequently, protection from fellow inmates. Ray meets poetry teacher Lauren 
Bell (Sonja Sohn) in jail and, once released, they begin a romantic relationship. Lauren 
and Ray debate the issue of jumping bail and facing the personal and legal consequences. 

Although portraying a struggle to balance legalities and illegalities, morals and 
survival tactics in a hostile environment, S/am also concentrates on individual characters 
and personal relationships. The director (Mark Levin) allows actors to interject autobio- 
graphical poems into scenes which otherwise would leave the audience wondering at a 
characters’ motivation. At a coffeehouse reading Lauren recites a poem describing her 
anxieties and then Ray recites a response. Without the stale cry-in-my-soup-pity-poor- 
me spectacle each actor laid open their heart. 

Levin also constantly challenges audiences by juxtaposing the mainstream per 
ception of Washington D.C. as formal and powerful with footage shot in D.C.’s desolate 
neighborhoods. The concrete and metal construction of the Washington D.C. prison eeri- 
ly parallels the womb of democracy and its monuments. Cylindrical steel bars echo the 
columns of the White House and the Washington monument rises as sullen as the prison 
watch towers. 

Regardless of audience members personal, economic, and social background, the 
story of redemption, hope, and self-realization are universal. 

"People are turning to poets," said Slam star and co-writer Williams. "It's the 
poets that are the wordsmiths that are calling the next world into existence." 

Williams is a published poet, accomplished actor and future recording artist. He 
graduated from Morehouse College and recently completed "The Seventh Octave," a vol- 
ume of poetry. Williams met director Mark Levin in April 1996. 

"[Levin] had been, and is, a documentary filmmaker for the last twenty years, . 
-Basically he comes up to me after he saw me performing [poetry]" said Williams. "The 
film is about a poet who gets busted on some petty weed charges, ends up going to prison 
facing serious time. He can't get a pen because a pen is a weapon. [Gang members] are 
about to attack him, and right at that moment, he starts squirming out this stuff which 
becomes the most magnetic poetry that stills everyone and nobody touches him. It's about 
learning the power of words, the volume of his voice, and how he uses it to affect change. 
. the spoken word is not a fad, regardless of how commercial it may or may not’become 
as a result of something like Slam. The reason why the word is becoming so important in 
this day and age is because we have reached a new beginning, a new millennium and peo- 
ple are turning to [poets] like they might have one day turned to soothsayers, seers, and 
kings."

How does one act and simultaneously tell the truth? Presumably 
that is precisely what acting is and this question is effectively answered 
by Oprah Winfrey, Danny Glover, Kimberly Elise, Thandie Newton and 
Beah Richards under the direction of Johnathan Demme in the film adap- 
tation 
of the

is virtually unprecedented. 

Similarly, questions arose with young talents Kimberly Elise and 
Thandie Newton--believed to have been far too inexperienced to work on 
a project of such magnitude. Elise, as Denver, is the sole survivor of her 
mother's "thick love". Her brown-eyed cunning gaze coupled with the 
real entity of Denver's lonely and ostracized existence makes for a mag- 
nificent performance. Equally compelling is Newton's portrayal of 
Beloved. Her performance is shockingly child-like and she gives 
the Beloved character a voice, a body, a motion that is a surprise to 
audiences--eliciting laughter from some and serving as a gut 
wrenching reminder of the tragedy of her life and death for others. 
| Glover and Richards both deliver noteworthy performances as Paul 
ba D and Baby Suggs. As one of the Sweet Home men, Paul D's pres-

novel Beloved. 

Beloved is not an 
African American story. 
It is not a slave story, nei- 
ther is it a story of a slave 
mother's love. The film 
is not designed to compel 
theatergoers to weep for 
days lamenting the 
tragedy of slavery, ques- 
tioning how the post- 
Civil War plot relates to 
their twentieth century 
lives. To be certain, itis § 
mournful, one might even 
regard it as complex, but 
it is not incomprehensi- 
ble, "confusing" or "dis- 
gusting” as some audi- 
ence members have cho- 
sen to characterize the 
film while leaving the theater. This film is a journey--a voyage not to be 
embarked upon by the faint at heart. 

There is an obvious physical transformation that was undertaken 
by members of the Beloved cast and with Demme's direction, their choic- 
es as performers are well informed. Winfrey portrays Sethe, a former 
slave haunted by the horrors of the institution of slavery and the choice 
she made to ensure that her children would not be subjected to the same 
atrocities she knew at Sweet Home plantation. Many questioned how 
Winfrey--recognized as one of Time Magazine's most influential people 
of the twentieth century and the personified delight that has been wel- 
comed into millions of homes for twelve consecutive seasons-- could take 
on the unglamorous role of slave mother, murderer and lover. Yet, she 
delivers a spellbinding act, shedding her charming and cosmopolitan 
image in the first scene of the film with a command of her audience that 


ence is welcomed by Sethe and resented by Denver who still longs for her 
father to appear at the family's door. Baby Suggs is the ancestral voice 
that reminds those at 124 Bluestone Road of their potential, their choices 
in life and their own power against adversity. While Glover and Richards 
deliver impressive performances, the depth of the performances delivered 
by Elise and Newton largely overshadow them. 

Oscar is very likely in Beloved's future. But to deem this work 
merely Oscar worthy is an affront to this amazing story and the phenom- 
enal talent that brings it to life. Unlike any film before it, Beloved expos- 
es the fundamental truth that all of life is about choice. We are all capa- 
ble of choosing to "leave the yard" as Baby Suggs instructs Denver. In 
like fashion, we can choose to adhere to Paul D's words, realizing that we 
are each "[our] best thing".

Good News for Student Loans 

On Monday, the default rate on student loans fell into the single digits for 
the first time. The Education Department cited congressional crackdown 
as well as an improved economy for the drop. The rate has been contin- 
ually declining since rates peaked at 22.4% in 1990. “The student loan 
program is now a shining example of government providing opportunity 
with accountability,” President Clinton said in a statement. The Depart- 
ment noted that the default rate has declined even though the volume of 
loans has risen dramatically, A new higher education bill approved by 
Congress will streamline the program and make it more acceptable. “Less 
time and money spend on delinquent loans means more time and money 


to help needy students receive financial assistance,” said Representative 
Bill Gooding of Pennsylvania, Chairman of the Education and Workforce 
Committee 


Dueling Georges 

A $100 million lawsuit was filed this week by Michael Costanza, a real 
estate agent from Long Island, who claims he is the model for George 
Costanza on "Seinfield.” He alleged that Jerry Seinfield and the shows 
producers stole his identity and violated his rights by using his “name, 
likeness, and persona” without his permission and that the show portrayed 
him “in a negative light.” 

Seinfield and Costanza have known each other for 24 years since 
they were students at Queens College. Michael Costanza has said in 
interviews that he and George are both bald and stocky, went to Queens 
College with Seinfield and have quirks about bathrooms and parking 
spaces 

Seinfield publicists have said that George Costanza is based 
entirely on the show's co-creator, Larry David. Michael Costanza, during 
the show's nine years, never filed a lawsuit. He even had a small role in 
one episode, “The Parking Space,” in 1992. 


John Glenn Returns to Space 


Seventy-seven-year-old John Glenn, the first American in space, returned 


to space with six fellow astronauts on October 29 on the space shuttle 
Discovery. This makes him the oldest person to go into space. 

The crew has 83 experiments to perform on its 8 day, 20-hour mis- 
sion, 345 miles above the earth. These include launching and recapturing 
a satellite and testing new hardware for the Hubble Space Telescope. 

Glenn first journeyed into space on February 20, 1962 and orbit- 
ed the earth three times in a one-man Mercury capsule he called Friend- 
ship 7. This prompted a frenzy back home with ticker tape parades and a 
speech before Congress. However, President John F Kennedy deemed 
him too important to the space program and he was denied a chance to 
return, He has since turned to politics and is completing his fourth and 
final term as a U.S, Senator from Ohio 

He lobbied NASA for months to put him on a space shuttle crew 
to study the effects of aging in space. He will serve as a medical guinea 
pig in 10 experiments, measuring the effects of weightlessness on the 
human body. 


The scheduled return of the Discovery crew is Saturday, Novem- 
ber 7

Cincinatti Abortion Clinic Receives Threats 

Five abortion clinics received a powdery brown substance along 
with threatening notes in envelopes postmarked in Cincinnati. Authori- 
ties are still investing the letters’ claims of the substance being anthrax. 
Officials with the FBI say that the envelopes did not appear to have any 


substance after being examined with a blacklight. Those who did come 
in contact with were treated with antibiotics at a local hospital as a safety 
measure

Bomb Scare in New Hampshire 


Numerous school activities were cancelled in New Hampshire this 


week after two bombs were found in downtown Concord. Neither of the 
bombs resulted in an explosion; however, one ignited a small fire. Police 
have spoken with the bomber who will say only that he has a problem 
with the state. There is statewide concern but the focus remains on Con- 
cord. This attack so near Halloween had officials warning parents to be 
especially careful while taking their children trick or treating.

Forensic Tests Back in Hotel Slayings 

Forensic tests on evidence from the killings at the Atlanta Hilton 
hotel are complete. The GBI has returned the evidence and results to the 
Atlanta police, but no information has been released. Three men were 
found shot to death in their underwear, and there were no signs of forced 
entry. This case is similar to an earlier shooting at a Days Inn in College 
Park. There was only one victim in that incident, but he was found shot 
to death in his underwear also. The guns used in each case were the same 
caliber, but investigators have released no more information, though they 
are looking at possible connections. These cases follow another triple 
shooting approximately one week earlier. Three Florida men were found 
shot to death in a car at the Econo Lodge near Stone Mountain. Police 
claim no connection between the hotel shootings and the prior triple mur- 
der.

Looper, who legally changed his middle name 
to "Low Tax" in effort to win votes, was arrested upon his return home He 
is being held without bail in the county jail, yet he will remain on the bal- 
lot. There is no law requiring a candidate to be removed from the ballot 
after murdering his opponent, but Republican party officials are urging 
people not to vote for Looper.

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What’s Up nits

Mom probably told you when you were littlk—maybe she even 
repeats it today—that it's all fun and games until someone pokes an eye 
out. That universal truth can be applied to many areas of life including 
computers. You may think that something cool or different that you install 
on your computer is wonderful, until it crashes and takes you and your 
term paper down with it 

Case in point: downloading stuff from the Web. Things as inno- 
cent as a cute South Park screensaver can actually harbor evil for your 
computer and make your life a virtual hell. Downloading something takes 
only a click of the mouse, but the consequences could last a lot longer. 
Software from unknown sources could potentially not jive with your sys- 
tem as well as harbor nasty viruses intent on annihilating your PC. More 
reliable, professional sites like NBC, Microsoft, Corel, or CNN are usual- 
ly okay to download from. Unless you are completely sure of the source, 
personal websites are usually not very trustworthy. 

A good way to practice safe downloading is to scan anything and 
everything that comes onto your CPU with an anti-virus package like 
Norton Anti-Virus or McAfee. Every college-owned computer on campus 
is protected with Norton. Retailers like Office Depot and Computer City 
have Norton and McAfee available. The price is usually around $75. 
(Note: ITS can not give Norton out to students. We hold a specified user 
license for the program and can not supercede that number.) Shareware 
virus protectors, like McAfee VirusScan, can be downloaded for free at 
sites around the Web. But these easy-to-use packages won't work unless 
you do, The user holds the responsibility to use the virus protection soft- 
ware. 

People unknowingly spread viruses with out taking the proper pre- 
cautions. The simple act of using one disk in multiple machines can wreck 
havoc for everyone. Some viruses, like the annoyingly famous Wazoo 
virus, can disturb the text of a document. Other viruses can cause more 
serious problems, like wiping out executable files one by one until you 
can't boot Windows. Viruses are created to destroy and frustrate, and in 


many cases, they ful- 
fill their goals. Users, 
however, can take the 
proper precautions to | 
save themselves and 
their CPUs a lot of 
time and trouble.

scan 
disks using 
them on every com- 
puter you use. This is 
the easiest way to pre- 
vent the spread of 
viruses. If you do & 
notice that something 
is wrong with the 
computer you are working on, or if you do have a virus, call the Help 
Desk. Don't let others use the computer, either—post a note to let them 
know it is infected. When calling the Help Desk to report an infected 
machine, let us know where the computer is, when you noticed the virus, 
and what the virus does. Clues like that can help us determine how to fix 
it. 


Computers in the lab are not personal machines. Please do not 
install AOL Instant Messenger, ICQ, or any other program on lab com- 
puters. Sometimes, software installed on computers ends up causing more 
problems than pleasure, creating more of a workload for ITS. Plus, ITS 
will not support anything we do not install on college computers. If every- 
one plays nice, the spread of viruses and computer problems in labs could 
diminish. All it takes is a little precaution.

What Is Breast Cancer? 


Last week's column addressed 
the importance of being 
informed about breast cancer. 
In order to raise awareness, we 
now look into the symptoms, 
diagnosis, and treatment. 


Symptoms: 


Breast self-exams should 
be done in the shower 


Breast cancer is usually detected 
during the monthly self-exam, 
yearly exam with a practitioner, or Mammogram. It often begins as a 
painless growth which may occur anywhere in the breast 

But, every lump does not indicate cancer; approximately 80% of breast 
abnormalities are noncancerous 

Symptoms may also include nipple discharge, change in breast contour, 
skin dimpling, and bleeding of the nipple. Unfortunately, these char- 
acteristics accompany the later stages of breast cancer and will not assist 
in early detection 


Diagnosis 


Along with breast exams and Mammograms, a procedure named MRI 
(magnetic resonance imaging) helps to locate suspicious areas. 
Although these methods are the first step of detection, only a biopsy 
can determine if the area is cancerous or benign. The biopsy requires a 
removal of sample tissue and an examination for cancerous cells. 
Treatment 

The treatment strategy is determined by three factors: the woman's 
general health, the stage of cancer, and the cancer type. Although radi- 
ation therapy is common, surgery is the primary treatment. Procedures 
include 
Lumpectomy — removal of lump and surrounding tissue 

Partial or total mastectomy — part or all of the breast is removed

mastectomy — entire breast, lymph nodes, and some chest mus- 


Adjuvant therapies may also be used in conjunction with a traditional 
method 
These supplemental treatments include chemotherapy, hormone thera- 


py, radiation, immunotherapy, and treatment with the drug tamoxifen

How to survive allergy season

numerous allergy attacks amongst the Agnes Scott community 

According to Carole Holcomb of the Health Center here on cam- 
pus, about 50% of last month's respiratory complaints were allergy related 
Holcolmb says that some of the most frequently observed symptoms are 
“itchy, watery eyes and runny nose,” which are often paired with, “fatigue 
and irritability." While some allergic reactions are the result of environ- 
mental allergies such as animal hair, dust mites, mold and mildew, many 
result from the change of seasons 

So what can be done to avoid these unpleasant situations? Hol- 
colmb suggests that “If you know you have allergies and you know that 
allergy medication helps start taking it before season starts. The other 
things you can do are common sense things to keep yourself healthy. Get 
enough rest, take your vitamins, don't drink out of someone else's cup, wash 
your hands, etc.” If allergies continue to cause more problems such as 
migraines then consulting an allergist may be a good idea

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Campus planning rolls along with no barriers forseen

As the campus prepares for 
construction, there are constant 
updates in plans, designs, and time- 
lines. “Our growth plan for 1000 
students by 2001 and our facilities 
to support that growth are well on 
their way," said Dean of Students 
Gue Hudson. 

Plans for the library are in final 
stages, and the newly renovated 
building hopefully will open on 
schedule for fall 2001. The build- 
ing will extend onto the hockey 
field, becoming home to. the Writ- 
ing and Speaking Centers as well as 


several new study areas. Landscap- 
ing around the library is also being 
designed in effort to create a main 
thoroughfare between the building 


“and the adjacent student center. “I 


would like to see that become the 
main corridor for students between 
the library and the student center,” 
said Hudson. 

The new student center is also in 
its final planning stages. A Novem- 
ber 5 meeting with the Decatur 
Planning Commission decided: the 
height variance for the proposed 
student center. The college asked 
for.a-height variance to-make the 
roofline proportional to the adja- 


cent buildings. The new building 
will house a grill, a cybercafe and 
information center, lots of meeting 
spaces, and student lounges, includ- 
ing a fireplace lounge. “For this 
building to work, it needs to be a 
magnet,” said Hudson. “It needs to 
draw everyone into it.” 

The chapel, currently located in 
the student center, is a current sub- 
ject of planning. The location of 
the chapel will be in the amphithe- 
ater. This area will be vastly reno- 
vated. A pathway will connect the 
student center and the new chapel, 
incorporating. it as a part of the 
campus’ main hub. Plans for the 


famous stained glass window are 
also under consideration. 

The Board of Trustees recently 
approved the initial plans for the 
new science center, set to open in 
fall 2002. The faculty created an 
ideal plan and: now the architects 
and designers will be hired to turn 
the ideas into useable blueprints 
and construction designs. 

The new Physical Plant structure 
is being prepared on College 
Avenue. Physical Plant hopes to 


move to their new structure in Jan- 
uary 1999. The old Physical Plant 
buildings will then be used to house 
the library's collections. 


Annual Phone-A-Thon a resounding success

The 
hone-A-Thon, which is’ held 
twice each year, solicits dona- 
tions especially from the Agnes 
Scott Alumni. Volunteers sign 
up for 2-hour shifts between 3-6 
PM Sunday and 6-9 PM during 
the week, to call the alumni who 
received post cards to inform 
them that the funds drive was 
beginning. The volunteers, 
both students and alumni, are 


provided pizza, salad, cookies 
and coke each evening. There 
are also nightly incentives. Each 
volunteer recieves a phone-a- 
thon notepad & kuzi to take 
home and are entered in the lot- 
tery each night that they work. 
Nightly incentives include a 
prize for the highest dollar 
amount collected, the highest 
number of pledges received and 
the "sweetest note” written to 
send to the pledges. Prizes this 
year have included certificates 
to Micks, Final Touch Book- 
store, 17 Steps, Church Street 
Coffee Shop and evening at the 
movies coupons. The lottery 
drawing will be held on Friday, 
after the Phone-A-Thon con- 
cludes with $50 gift certificates 
to the Campus Bookstore for 2 
lucky winners. 

Sarah Onsager, the 
Annual Fund Director, reported 


that as of Tuesday night they 
have had 34 volunteers and 
$29,308 had been raised, rep- 
resenting 305 pledges. This 
figure puts them slightly under 
the $12,000 per night needed 
to reach their $60,000 goal. 
However she adds, “in this day 
oftelemarketing madness...why 
would we add our name to the 
list...well, it's actually one of 
the most profitable fundraising 
ventures we have every single 
year.” Last year they received 
$120,000 in pledges and 
ended up with $180,000 from 
our alumni, 

Yet the Phone-A-Thon 
is not just a fundraiser, the 
alumni love talking to current 
students.

“Everybody Gets the Flu” 


With colder weather setting in and 
papers flying at us rapidly, fighting the flu is 
an unfortunate, but common, accompanying 
task. 

The term “flu” describes common cold 
symptoms such as cough, congestion, fever, 
chills, headache, muscle aches, and nausea. It 
is most often spread through touching a 
hand, telephone, or doorknob. 

Because viruses are responsible for flu- 
like symptoms, antibiotics are not helpful. 
Tylenol, sleep, chicken noodle soup, and sym- 
pathetic roommates are about the best advice 
for recovery.

The 
common flu may have serious effects for some 
time.

It's after midterms and everyone knows 
their grade in their courses. Student's are trying 
to improve or keep that “A” for the semester. 
While juggling time between Biology labs, cal- 
culus test, English papers, and work-study it is 
very easy to become stressed. 

Stress, if no handled properly, can lead 
to hair loss, change in attitude, and a unhealthy 
body. With a few simple actions, stress can 
become a thing of the past. 

First, stop everything and take a deep 
breath. Practice breathing by relaxing your 
stomach muscles and slowly inhale with your 
palm resting above your naval. As you exhale, 
feel the fall in your stomach and the fall of your 
blood pressure. 

Second, cry if you want to. “Weeping 
may help remove chemical from the body that 
build up during stress," according to biochemist 
William Frey Il, Ph.D. (Don't cry too much or 
you may receive temporary bags under your 


eyes.) 

Next, take a brisk walk for 15 to 30 
minutes. Walking can produce mood-enhanc- 
ing endorphins and reduce stress. 

After a hard day of studying and tests, take 
along shower and start singing. Yes, sing in the 
shower! According to Jonathan Raskin, M.D., 
"Belting out a tune can improve diaphragmatic 
breathing, lowering anxiety.” 

Also, massage the solar plexus point on 
your foot (center of your foot) to help relieve 
stress, nervousness, and fright. 

Last, try relaxing to soft music, burns 
incense or candles, take another deep breath, 
and sip a cup of herbal tea. One student plays 
classical music and light incense and candles, to 
relax. 

Try to stay away from coffee and 
chocolate because they do not relieve stress. 
Get plenty of rest and the next morning should 
begin stress free. If all else fails to relieve stress, 
try calling a friend, relative, counselor, or par- 
ent to talk.

Dining review 


y The 

battle of art 
and commerce 
| surges in The 
Art of Dining, a 
hilarious quar- 
tet of interwoven short stories. 
Written by Tina Howe, the author 
of the hit play Painting Churches, Din- 
ing is a comedy of manners with a 
diverse group of characters con- 
fined in a single space with capti- 
vating results. 

The engaging conflict 
between art and commerce is 
embodied by Ellen (La La Cochran) 
and Cal (Chris Paul) who own the 
restaurant, The Golden Carousel. 
Ellen is a cooking diva and Cal is 
her husband and business manager. 
The stage set is an incredibly accu- 
rate physical reproduction of their 
struggle. 

The restaurant is dignified, 
neat, and sterile while the neigh- 
boring kitchen is homey, warm, and 
comfortable. Ellen reigns in the 
kitchen while Cal dominates the 
restaurant. The two worlds operate 
smoothly until one invades the 
other. When Cal assists in the 
kitchen he disrupts Ellen's cooking 
rhythm which decreases the quality 
of the food. After he accidentally 
eats the fresh grapes for one dish, 
Ellen is forced to substitute canned 
peaches. 


Eventually, he is banned 
from the kitchen. Cal and Ellen dis- 
cover that his business must pro- 
vide a stable and safe place for her 
art, however, his business must 


retreat for her art to flourish. Art 
exists in isolation but not in a void. 
Cochran (Ellen) and Paul (Cal) give 
sumptuous performances which 
both yield to the necessary physical 
comedy while sustaining a sincere 
husband-wife relationship. 

Although the frictions 
between art and business are the 
main theme, the strength of the 
play's humor lies in the frailties of 
its characters. The Carosel's 
patrons provide comic relief by 
interspersing their own quirky, and 
entertainly _ original, stories 
throughout the play. 

Actress Lisa Adler perfects 
Elizabeth Colt, a shy and neurotic 


writer who refuses to wear her 
glasses. Returning from the bath- 
room her dinner companion must 
stand and wave his napkin above 
his head so she knows where to sit.

While scenes of great physical 
comedy emerge from Elizabeth's 
bumbling behavior, she's also the 
classic Greek seer, the blind 
prophet. Surprisingly, in the final 
scene it is Elizabeth who reveals the 
true art of dining. 

Another couple, the Galts, 
enter in a confusion of ambiguous 
words, the complicated and mis- 
guided conversation of idiots rais- 
ing questions and answering with 
non-answers. Their relationship is 
a humorously twisted study of 
extreme egocentric personalities 
Mr. Galt asks his wife about his suit 
and she comments on the weather. 

However, they connect 


while selecting their menu. In a 
blistering dialouge they sigh, moan, 
and groan over the possibilities of 
duck or veal and soup or salad, And 
dessert selection is beyond orgas- 
mic. 

The third table seats three 
female friends celebrating a birth- 
day. While they are comic charac- 
ters, they also exemplify the best 
and worst habits of constrained 
social eating. Their celebration 
begins with a tongue-twisting Marx 
brothers routine over French wine 
yet escalates into a struggle 
between the social constraints of 
eating small meals and the freedom 
to devour at will. Two friends are 
so tangled in social propriety they 
fight over who sacrifices more; one 
says "I'm starving" and the other 
responds "I'm dying." While pre- 
senting humorous characters over- 
all, Howe suggests that many social 
codes are ridcious exercises in self- 
denial. 

The Art of Dining is a terrific 
palate of ideas on art, business, and 
social propriety charged with witty 
humor and overtly overdone physi- 
cal comedy.

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Agnes Scott students celebrate the Day of the dead

The members of the Span- 
ish Program gathered in room 205 
on Monday, Nov. 2nd at during 
community hour in Buttrick Hall 
for the "Day of the Dead" celebra- 
tion. Professor Leticia Seymour 
presided over information regard- 
ing the purpose and symbolism to 
the packed room of students and 
professors 

She explained that there 
was a pitcher of water as a symbol- 
ism of life. The portraits of the 
departed loved ones help us to 
think of them as if they were still 
alive. The tradition of placing your 
loved one's favorite foods for them 
to enjoy when they return was rep- 
resented by the “Bread of the Dead” 
which is the traditional food in 
Mexico for raising the dead from 
their graves. 

According to Dr. Martha 
Rees, the first altar decorated at 
Agnes Scott was in 1992. In the 
following seven years they have 
continued to include memorials for 
persons in the general public as 
well as the loved ones from the 
members of the Agnes Scott com- 
munity. “The whole idea is remem- 
bering your dead person in a posi- 
tive way and not as if they're creepy 


as in Anglo culture,” said Dr. Rees

Kahlo was born in 1907 she insist- 
ed on claiming 1910 as her birth 


Frida Kahlo is Sor Juana Ines de la 
Cruz. Sor Juana, a notable poet 
and writer of the 17th century, 
entered a convent at the age of 16 
because she was not interested in 
marriage and wanted to dedicate 
herself to studying and literature. 
Jennifer Ferrell presented 
on Sor Juana's life to the group in 
Spanish and Leigh Craigmyle gave 


the English version. Elizabeth 
Harper read one of Sor Juana's 
poems. Finally, Kristen Abernathy 
presented Rosario Castellanos, 
another Mexican writer pictured to 
the left, and Julia Lentini read one 
of her poems. Castellanos wrote 
about gender and class injustices 
and died in 1974 as the Mexican 
Ambassador to Isreal. 

After the presentations the 
group moved into the hall to deco- 
rate the altar with candles, flowers 
and pictures. "Here | have my 
mother, Maria DeSaocorro,” said 
Professor Seymour, adding, “I 
adored her!" Lilia Harvey of the 
Chemistry Department placed a 
picture of her dog, Cassie, who 
died just 2 weeks ago, while Dr. 
Violet Johnson of the History 
Department sent her father's pic- 
ture. Heather Lyman placed a pic- 
ture of her grandmother, Norma, 
who died in 1989 and Becky Hor- 
ton left the picture of her great- 
grandmother and her sister. 

All in all, over a dozen pic- 
tures were placed on the altar, dec- 
orated with purple ribbon. “It’s bet- 
ter than it was last year," said pass- 
ing student, Hannah Wood, The 
beautiful’ memorial that had been 
created remained throughout the 
week commemorating El Dia de los 
Muertos, as it is known in Mexico.

idea of how buildings of the future should be 
designed technologically. They are involved in 
assisting with plans for the technological compo- 
nents of the Student Center and the audio/visual 
components of the dining hall and library. 

An issue which ITS is also involved with 
and is very serious about is the Year 2000 issue 
(Y2K). This takes up lots of their time and they 
are working to make sure that, when the clocks 
change, everything will be running smoothly. 

They are also reviewing the administra- 
tive systems of ITS. Recently, the look of the lab 
has changed, now featuring a reading area and 
more furniture. In the future, they are hoping to 
add a television monitor in the corner with some 
wireless headphones for student use 

ITS is continually working to provide 
Agnes Scott with top of the line technology and 
efficient: service ecent upgrades have been 
pretty much completed with the exception of the 
MacIntosh Lab in Dana 

Also, the help desk is working to improve 
efficiency in dealing with problems more quickly. 
One way they are doing this is with ITS Student 
Assistants Each assistant takes responsibility for 
a different lab. In this way, problems are report- 
ed and dealt with more quickly. 

ITS is also planning to make their pres- 
ence more felt by adding their own web page to 
the main Agnes Scott site. Also, in the works is a 
monthly ITS newsletter with feature areas, a reg- 
ular column by a student and even a little humor. 

With all these plans, ITS is looking 
towards the future. In the long run, they are hop- 
ing to make training an ongoing thing, even tying 
it in to problems reported at the help desk. Also,

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Women’s Health Matters

“Yeast Is More Than an Ingredient in Bread” 


Many women experience yeast infec- 
tions at some point in their lives, yet there are 
still common misconceptions about causes and 
prevention. Vaginal yeast infections are usually 
caused by an overgrowth of Candida albicans. 
While Candida is always present in the vagina, 
it is the multiplication of Candida which causes 
infection. Yeast infections result from an imbal- 
ance in pH or from changes in hormonal bal- 
ances. 

So, what provokes this overgrowth in 
Candida? Common causes include certain 
antibiotics, a compromised immune system or 
lowered resistance, stress, a diet high in sugar or 
ferments (cheese, bread with yeast), restrictive 
clothing, douching, or pregnancy. 

Your period may also contribute to an 
infection. When estrogen and sugar production 
peak mid-cycle, sugar becomes more available 
for the yeast to feed on and grow. Yeast infec- 
tion symptoms are, therefore, most likely before 
the onset of your period. 

Although yeast infections are generally 
not serious, they may be discomforting. Itch- 
ing, burning, and discharge often accompany 
the infection. The following are major symp- 
toms: thick, cottage-cheese-like vaginal dis- 
charge, a “yeasty” odor, itching or irritation of 
vagina and vulva, red, swollen vaginal area, 
soreness, and a burning sensation, especially 
during urination or sexual intercourse 

There are several choices for treatment 
in over-the-counter medications. First, 
must decide between a 1, 3, or 7 day treatment 


you 


Each has pros and cons, and the decision should 
be personal. While shorter day treatments cost 
slightly more, the convenience may outweigh 
price. 

Secondly, medicine comes as tablets, 
suppositories, or creams. You can choose a pre- 
filled applicator, external cream, or applicator 
(disposable or reusable) to be used with cream 
or suppositories. Most boxes will provide a 
combination. The decision can be complicated, 
but pharmacists can help. 

Finally, there is a one-dose prescription 
pill. However effective, this treatment may 
interact with other oral treatments, such as 
birth control pills 

Unfortunately, there are few ways to 
minimize risk, but prevention methods may 
avert yeast infections 
Prevention Methods. 

Dry the vaginal area after a shower, 
bath, or swim 

Wipe from front to rear 

Use unscented sanitary pads 

Finish all medicine to prevent a yeast 
infection from returning 

Do not douche 


Clothing: 

Wear cotton underwear. 

Avoid wet clothing 

Avoid tight-fighting pants. 

Diet 

Eat more vegetables 

Avoid simple sugars and carbohydrates 
Have a daily cup of yogurt 

Limit foods containing yeast, molds, or fer- 
ments (cheese and breads, for example) 


Ellerbee speaks at breast cancer symposium

On Tuesday, November 10 a group of 
hustled from the cold, wet streets of Decatur 
into the warmth of Gaines Auditorium, ready to 
listen to the wit and candor of Linda Elerbee. 
The talk commenced two days of discussion 
focusing on treating and "surviving to tell the 
story about breast cancer". The symposium was 
the first funded by the Bonnie Brown Johnson 
Women's Health Lectureship whose aim is to 
make women and their loved one's aware of 
health issues relevant to them 

Elerbee, who delivered the keynote 
address for the two-day symposium, began her 
talk by citing alarming statistics. They were 
chilling, they were poignant and they were 


painfully accurate. She insisted that since 1960 
more women than " two times the number [of 
forces] killed in World War I, World War Il, 
Korea, Vietnam and the Gulf War" have been 
struck by the debilitating horror of breast can- 
cer. 

Further, most of those with terminal 
cases "have died in the past 15 years". Natural- 
ly, these are statistics tailor-made for the talk 
and while they are alarming they mean very lit- 
tle without the faces to associate with the pain 
and the sorrow that js characteristic for many 
diagnosed with breast cancer, 

“Change isn't always easy. Change isn't 
always a choice,” said Elerbee, and her words 
were both comforting and startling as they fell 
on each listener's ears.

Senate tackles student concerns

Student senate has worked 
hard this semester to address issues 
related to international education, 
financial aid, and other student 
concerns. The following "frequent- 
ly asked questions” guide has been 
compiled to inform the student 
community about the progress on 
these issues. Students with con- 
cerns about these or any other 
issues should contact any member 
of student senate 


Q. What are the financial 
aid opportunities available for 
return to college students? 

A. Irene K. Woodruff Foun- 
dation grants originally received to 
fund the program were earmarked 
for need rather than merit based 
scholarships; currently, three schol- 


arships of $8500 per year, renew- 
able for three years, are offered to 
students at Georgia Perimeter Col- 
lege and two Phi Theta Kappa (the 
honor society of the two year col- 
lege) scholarships are awarded 
nationally each year. Plans are 
underway to expand recruiting 
efforts for the RTC program to the 
national level; the possibility of 
additional merit based-scholarships 
and other strategies for this pro- 
gram are being explored for imple- 
mentation possibly as soon as the 
1999-2000 school term. 

Q. I've exceeded the “mini- 
mum” GPA for my scholarship since 
coming to ASC. Is there any way 
that the amount of my merit schol- 
arship can be increased according- 
ly? 

A. In order to distribute the 
scholarship budget most efficiently 


and to allow as many qualified stu- 
dents to receive these awards as 
possible, this is not an option. 
Scholarships for upper-class stu- 
dents such as the Dana Scholars 
and Stukes Scholars have been 
increased; also the Office of Finan- 
cial Aid maintains a database of 
information on scholarships avail- 
able for upper-class students. 

Q. What factors might 
affect my need-based financial aid 
awards? 

A. A student's need-based 
award may increase or decrease 
from year to year depending on 
increases in tuition and changes ina 
family’s financial situation. Some of 
these changes, such as an increase 
in family income or fewer children 
in a family enrolled in college, can

dramatically affect the amount of need-based 
award a student receives, Any students wishing 
for an explanation of such changes in their 
award or wanting to discuss their financial aid 
situation in general should schedule an appoint- 
ment with the Office of Financial Aid. 

Q. When the financial aid office pre- 
pares its budget does it assume that a certain 
portion of students will lose their scholarships? 

A. The financial aid office counsels stu- 
dents in danger of losing their scholarships due 
to poor academic performance; in determining 
its budget, the office does not assume that a cer- 
tain number of students will lose their scholar- 
ships each year thus making more money avail- 
able for other students. 

Q. Where can | get more information 
regarding my financial aid package? How are the 
awards determined? 

A. Information regarding the determina- 
tion of need based awards can be obtained by 
scheduling an appointment with the Office of 
Financial Aid or by picking up a copy of the 
book “Understanding Your Financial Aid Pack- 
age" by ETS. 

Q. How are students selected for Global 
Connections/Global Awareness programs? 

A. In the past, applications for global 
connections were reviewed on a first come, first 
served basis. For the global connections trip to 
Ireland, a combination of this procedure along 
with a consideration of seniority was used to 
determine which applicants would be accepted; 
however, due to the number of student concerns 
regarding this selection procedure, future global 
connections trips will have their applicants 
reviewed by the same international advisory 
group that reviews the global awareness applica- 
tions.

major features of the new campus center will be 
the hub area where students may gather. There 
will also be included in this complex a suite of 
rooms for commuting students. The lead gift for 
the construction of the new student center was a 
$1million gift from Patricia Butler, a former day 
student. 

Because of her generous gift, special care 
has been taken to incorporate public and private 
lounges for commuting students, as well as a 
business center with fax machines and copiers. 
"The most exciting part of this for me is the cam- 
pus center,” said Hudson. “Having a campus 


Q. I've already gone on one GC/GA trip. 
Will this be held against me if | apply for anoth- 
er? 

A. Students who have participated in 
previous global connections/global awareness 
trips will not necessarily have this previous par- 
ticipation count against them in the selection 
process. Students are limited, however, to the 
number of subsidies for study abroad experi- 
ences that they can receive from the college. 
Students participating in the fifth year free pro- 
gram may participate on a space available basis 
in the global connections/global awareness pro- 
grams but must pay the full price for the trip. 

Q. Where can | get more information 
about upcoming trips and deadlines? 

A. International education currently has 
many publications regarding upcoming trips and 
deadlines available in their office; in addition, 
this information will be available on an updated 
international education web site during the 
upcoming weeks 

Q. What study abroad options are there 
for RTC students with young children? 

A. Although the office can not guaran- 
tee that a program will be located which 
addresses all the needs of these students, Dr. 
Krane stressed that the office will work with the 
student and the study abroad institution to 
determine if such a trip is feasible and if so, what 
special arrangements and support systems are 
available for these students and their families 

Q. Why are courses listed in the college 
catalog/course schedule if they are never 
offered? 

A, There is no official rule on how long a 
course is not offered before it is dropped from 
the course catalog. Usually, when a course is not 
offered, it is because there are no faculty mem- 
bers who are currently able to teach the particu- 
lar topic. In this case, the course may continued 
to be listed in the hope that faculty able to teach 
the course will become available within the near 


center where students can learn together, play 
together, and make plans together is exciting.” 

The library project and its plans were pre- 
sented as well. The library will close next year. 
Students will be able to identify books and infor- 
mation they need, and the librarians will retrieve 
the publications for students. The library will be 
closed for three semesters, because construction 
will proceed more quickly than if they remained 
in the building. Discussion about other options 
is taking place as well. Plans are in the works for 
a shuttle to. Emory University's libraries and 
direct lending access from Emory. 

Other information. providing answers to stu- 
dent questions included tidbits about other 
building projects. Plans are also on the drawing 
board for renovations in the attics of Walters 


future. Students-concerned over the availability 
of a particular course should contact their advi- 
sor (if it is their major department) or the chair 
of the department; these individuals should 
know if and when the course will be taught and 
help students plan their course of study appro- 
priately. If it is evident that a course will not be 
offered again, it is dropped from the college cat- 
alog 

Q. How can students who are complet- 
ing two majors or a major and minor best avoid 
conflicts between two required classes? 

A. Students having conflicts between 
classes required for double majors or 
major/minor are encouraged to discuss these 
issues with their advisor(s). There is no set col- 
lege policy on-allowing students to take various 
required courses through cross-registration if the 
schedule of Agnes Scott classes does not allow 
them to take them here. All decisions regarding 
this are made on an individual basis and that stu- 
dents experiencing problems with this should 
first talk with representatives of the various 
departments 

Q. How does the college determine how 
many sections of a particular course will be 
offered? Is the college planning to offer multiple 
sections of upper-level courses in the near 
future? 

A. The number of sections of a particular 
course which are offered is dependent both on 
the type of course and the number of students 
interested in enrolling in the course. Certain 
classes have lower enrollment limits due to the 
nature of the work involved (composition, intro- 
ductory math and language classes), Generally, 
the upper enrollment limit is determined by the 
DOC in conjunction with the individual faculty 
members. As the college increases in size, more 
sections of certain classes will be offered; how- 
ever, this does not mean that multiple sections o} 
courses will be offered in all departments or for 
every course that has great student interest 


and Winship Halls to convert the space to dorm 
rooms. 

Another residence hall may be built in 
the gravel parking lot adjacent to the President's 
home. The planning committee is also looking 
for areas to provide quiet study spaces when the 
library closes, though there will be significantly 
less space available. Plans are in the beginning 
stages for the science building, which will dou- 
ble in size. Bradley Observatory will add a new 
planetarium. No changes in Dana Hall are 
planned, though they are looking at adding 
offices on the ends of the second floor. "I think 
institutionally the most exciting part of this pro- 
ject is.the overall enhancement of our academic 
program with the library renovations and the 
new science center,” said Hudson.

American History X review 


Do NOT miss the first scene of Ameri- 
can History X. No whining, no “gotta put gas in 
my car. . .my girlfriend's running late. . .my 
dog ate my homework. . ." Shot in black and 
white, the opening sequence is a frightening 
portrayal of the zenith of white supremacist 
rage. Neo-nazi Derek Vinyard (Edward Nor- 
ton) executes two black men attempting to 
steal his car. Derek's fury and ultimate satis- 
faction during the execution are chillingly 
realistic. Director Tony Kaye does not allow 
audiences to distance themselves from the 
event. His photography is swallowed by the 
action, giving us close-ups of Derek and his 
brother, who witnesses the act, as well as 
Derek's mother and sisters cowering in an 
upstairs bedroom. Audiences shudder as Derek 
stands on a street in anywhere suburbia yelling 
"put your mouth on the curb" before murder- 
ing the second thief 

A redemption tale, American History X 
charts Derek's evolution from hate leader to 
mainstream equalitarian. In flashbacks we 
experience Derek's travels to prison (for exe- 
cuting the car jackers), through the system, 
and out into the neighborhood of hate he cre- 
ated and his mentor and school principal 
(Avery Brooks) demands he help dismantle. 
Derek's reformation occurs in prison but the 
film focuses on his life post-prison release. We 
watch his struggle to rebuild a family shredded 
by hate and divided between the old life and 
the new. Derek's brother Danny still partici- 
pates in neo-nazi activities while his mother 
and sisters are attempting to leave "the life" 
When Derek attempts to disentangle 
Danny from the gang, they are confronted by 
both neo-nazi brass and stooges who believe 
Derek went insane in prison. Derek's ex-girl- 
friend does not understand his transformation: 
"We are ten times stronger and we are bloody 
organized, . .there is a small army out there 
ready to protect you." While there are very 
few voices preaching verbally against hate, the 
depiction of the neo-nazis are so harshly real- 
istic that one concludes that the antithesis of 
this movement must be an improvement. 

The film integrates black and white 
flashbacks with color present day scenes to 
document Derek's progression from frustrated 
teen, whose father is murdered in a black 
neighborhood, to a local figurehead of hate. 
Before his father's death, Derek considers the 
novel Native Son an important think tank; 
after the death, he leads a basketball game 
against a group of minority players for control 
of the community court, when Derek wins his 
minions throw the other team off the court in 


behind 


a storm of racial epithets. The black and white 
footage used to highlight Derek's nazi career 
is reminiscent of 1950s photographs of civil 
rights protesters chased by police dogs. The 
violence America exorcised during the Civil 
Rights Movement is returning with a genera- 
tion who have no moral qualms with ransack- 
ing a grocery supposedly employing illegal 
immigrants and head banging to racist 
favorites like "Glory, glory, hallelujah! The 
white man marches on." 

Kaye's direction is intriguing, fast- 
paced, and hip. He forces audiences into the 
action with in-your-face camera angles that 
leave no screen haven in which your eyes can 
rest comfortably. You are no longer a simple 
observer but a voyeur, During the destruction 
of a grocery store, gang members douse an 
African-American cashier with milk and clean- 
ing products proclaiming, "Now you can go 
get a white woman's job." The slapping, bang- 
ing and raunchy laughter is in real time while 
a close-up of the cashier's face being sloshed 
with milk is in slow motion. Kaye utilizes slow 
motion throughout the film, allowing audi- 
ences to witness the emotion, pain, and degra- 
dation usually glossed over in real time action 
sequences. While | appreciate Kaye's direc- 
tion, there are a few scenes in which the 
extreme close-ups are overused. Too many 
consecutive close-ups deny audiences an over- 
all view of the surrouding choas 

Norton portrays the uber-intelligent 
Derek. Upholding his thriving legend, Nor- 
ton disappears inside a hate monger, combin- 
ing Derek's street sense and intellectual skills 
in a striking character whose favorite teacher 
is African-American while he sponsors Hitler 
block parties. Brooks is stellar as Derek's men- 
tor who understands hate from the African- 
American perspective and translates this 
knowledge into helping Derek overcome his 
hostilities. The brilliant Beverly D'Angelo as 
mother Vinyard combines extreme, violent 
emotion with subtle nuanced moments of 
compassion and fear. The only question is not 
with D'Angelo's performance but with the 
script. Would a woman like this actually 
marry her first husband who uses the n----- 
word, refers to African-Americans as monkeys, 
and is anti-affirmative action? D'Angelo's 
character attempts to counterbalance her sons 
visions with reason and, after her husbands 
death, dates a liberal Jewish teacher. It is con- 
ceivable, but not entirely believable, that a 
woman who appreciates Native Son and 
believes in equality would marry an ignorant 
man like her first husband. 

American History X is a riveting portrayal 
of a family in crisis, seeking not hope but sur- 
vival and, finally, redemption. Visually stun- 
ning and amazinly acted this discussion-gener- 
ating film is best viewed on the big screen.

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The History of Thanksgiving

On the fourth Thursday of November, 
Americans gather around their family’ table to 
feast on turkey, dressing, and a variety of other 
dishes. Americans celebrate Thanksgiving to 
give thanks for the many blessings received dur- 
ing the year. It is usually a family day with elab- 
orate dinners and joyous reunions. 

The first observance of Thanksgiving in 
America was exclusively religious. On Decem- 
ber 4, 1619 38 English settlers arrived at Berke- 
ley Plantation located on the James River. Their 
charter required that the day of their arrival be 
observed yearly as a day of thanksgiving to God. 
Thanksgiving began in New England at Ply- 
mouth less than a year after the Plymouth 
colonists had settled in America 

A dreadful winter in Massachusetts killed 
about half of the members in the colony. In the 
summer of 1621, a new hope arrived as a result 
of a plentiful corn harvest. In early autumn Goy- 
ernor William Bradford arranged a harvest festi- 
val to give thanks to God for the progress the 
colony had made. This three day festival includ- 
Their feast included eel, 
ducks, turkeys, geese, other fish, wild plums and 
The 


women of Plymouth supervised outdoor cooking 


ed immense feasts 
leeks, clams, corn bread, and watercress 


over open fires. Their guests were ninety Indi- 


ans who brought five deer. Everyone ate out- 


doors at large tables and enjoyed military 
reviews and games. Similar Thanksgivings were 
held during the next several years without a tra- 
ditional date. 

Thanksgiving customs spread throughout the 
Neéw England colonies. Eight special days were 
observed for victories during the Revolutionary 
War. President George Washington issued a 
general proclamation naming November 26 a 
day for national thanksgiving in 1789. That 
same year, the Protestant Episcopal Church 
announced the first Thursday in November 
would be reserved for Thanksgiving Day. In 
1839, New York had an official state Thanksgiv- 
ing Day. Other northern states soon followed. 
Virginia became the first Southern state to adopt 
the Thanksgiving holiday. 

For many years Sarah Josepha Hale 
worked to promote the idea of a national 
Thanksgiving Day. In 1863, President Abraham 
Lincoln acknowledged the last Thursday of 
November as “a day of thanksgiving and praise 
to our beneficent Father.” For 75 years, the for- 
mally proclaimed that Thanksgiving Day was 
celebrated on the last Thursday of November. 
In 1939, President Franklin D. Roosevelt set the 
day one week earlier in order to help businesses 
by lengthening the shopping period before 
Christmas. Finally, in 1941, Congress ruled that 
the fourth Thursday of November would be 
observed for Thanksgiving Day.

"It's Not Always Yeast” 


Last week's article discussed common 
causes, symptoms, and treatments for yeast 
However, yeast is not the only irri- 
Vaginitis, the broader category of vaginal 
infection or an inflammation of the vagina, 
includes not only yeast infections but also bacte- 
rial vaginosis and trichomoniasis 

Vaginitis may result from infection of 
bacteria, yeast, viruses, or parasites; or it may be 
sexually transmitted. Symptoms are inclusive of 
those of yeast infections — itching, discharge, 
irritation, redness, and discomfort 

Lower abdominal pains, vaginal 


infections 
tant 


bleed- 
ing, and pain during sexual intercourse may also 
accompany vaginitis 

While over-the-counter treatments are 
available for yeast infections, bacterial vaginosis 
and trichomoniasis require a professional diag- 
nosis and prescription medication 

Symptoms vary among the three infec- 
tions, but it may be difficult to distinguish one 


from another. 

If yeast infections become recurrent, 
they may signal the presence of a different infee- 
Furthermore, recurrent infections may 
indicate more serious problems and should be 
referred to medical professionals 

Educating ourselves about vaginitis is an 
essential step toward body awareness. Approxi- 
mately 75% of women will encounter at least 
one infection during their lifetime. 22 million 
women report repeat infections. 

As the Profile swings back into gear 
spring semester, watch for further information 
on bacterial vaginosis, trichomoniasis, and other 
important health issues, January will feature arti- 
cles on Mono and “Combating the Cough.” 

February and March will focus on aware- 
ness of vaginal infections, birth control options, 
and sexually transmitted diseases.

USCC Passes Affirmative 
Action Guidelines 


The U.S. Communications Commis- 
sion has proposed new guidelines for televi- 
sion and radio broadcast. Under the proposal 
those in the broadcasting industry would be 
required to raise their minority and women's 
employment statuses. Currently women make 
up 34% of broadcasters while minorities con- 
sist of only 18% of the industry. 

The new proposal by the FCC would 
replace the old regulations, which calculate 
the percentage of women and minorities in the 
community in order to specify how many of 
each group should be employed. The FCC 
also is proposing that the cable broadcasters 
follow the same guidelines as network stations.

Anti-Bullying Bill 

Bill Head, the father of a Woodstock 
teen who committed suicide in an Etowah 
High School classroom in 1994, wants the 
state to take action against school bullies. Last 
week, a 13-year-old died from a punch after 
stepping off a school bus in Cherokee County. 
Head said that this event underlies the need 
for such a legislation and called his anti-bully- 
ing crusade a “battle against a great civil rights 
tragedy that we have in this country.” 

So far, some action has been taken 
upon Head's request. Republican Representa- 
tive Chuck Scheid said he would introduce a 
bill in January that will require posting of 
information and warnings about verbal and 
physical abuse, notification of parents of chil- 
dren involved in repeated incidents, and noti- 
fication of law enforcement about violent acts. 
Head said that his son had endured years of 
harassment.

17-year-old Homicide Case 
Resolved 


Calvin Edward Rouse was last seen 
leaving his job at a nitrogen plant on March 
24, 1981. Three months later, divers found his 


car in a creek with a smashed driver's side win-_ 


dow but his body was never found. However, 
on Sunday, authorities found what they 
believe are the remains of Rouse behind a 
house in Grovetown that formerly belonged to 
50-year-old Daniel Myers and his wife, Elaine. 

Police say that Mrs. Myers and Rouse 
were having an affair and Myers shot and 
killed Rouse in a jealous rage. Myers then 
burned the body and buried the remains in the 
backyard. 

Myers was charged in March after Mrs. 
Myers told police she had witnessed the 
killing at a Richmond County service station 
that Myers owned, The couple later divorced 
and Myers moved to Roosevelt, Utah. Last 
weekend, Myers plead guilty and led the 
police to the remains. He now faces 10 to 20 
years in prison after pleading guilty to volun- 
tary manslaughter. The charges against him 
(felony murder, malice murder, kidnapping, 
and others) are punishable by a minimum life 
sentence.

How could | not only be friends with 
them, but also an ally to them in their struggle 
to feel as “at home" as possible here at Agnes 
Scott? (I do not ask these questions with intent 
of implying that African-American women 
somehow need my help or that my friendships 
with them are some sort of political activism.) | 
realized that | do not completely identify with 
their situation of feeling like outsiders in their 
own country, a country they don't feel valued by. 

So I thought, okay, I'll ask them what to 
do. They'll tell me what they need from me, and 
I'll give it. Then I read an article in my Topics in 
Women’s Studies class that opened my eyes to 
my flawed logic, If African-American women 
are constantly struggling to be better than white 
women just to be recognized at all, when would 
they have the time or energy to teach me how to 
help them?

Women of color have better things to do 
than teach me how to be their allies, Allies are 
meant to support the oppressed-— to “lighten the 
load" — not add to it. (By the way, if you don't 
believe that women of color often are oppressed 
on this campus, you're not paying attention.)

I must take it upon myself to know Black 
history as well as |_know white history — and 
have it be as important. | must make the issues 
of women of color my issues. Their struggle for 
liberation must be as important to me as my 
I cannot tokenize this learning by attend- 
ing one lecture a month by a person of color and 
feel okay about myself. 

I must have a vested interest in the full 
humanity of every person on this planet whose 
full humanity is threatened. | must be willing to 
take risks on their behalf as readily as | would on 
my own behalf.

The following chart of 
information contains a listing of 
cases and outcomes which were 
brought before the ASC Honor 
Court between the fall of 1991 and 
the spring semester of 1995. This 
is the second year that information 
concerning Honor Code violations 
has been published. Those of you 
who were students here during the 
workings of the Task Force on 
Relationships among Students, 
Faculty and Administratio, proba- 
bly recall that this procedure was 
recommended to future Honor 
Courts. In order to avoid includ- 
ing currently enrolled students! 
cases, the cases listed all took place 
before the entrance of the class of 
1999. 

The purpose of this publi- 
cation is not to try and figure out 
“who did what", but rather to 
inform the student body of what 
types of cases come before the 
Court and how they are handled. 
As a Court we hope to be seen less 
asa “secret society” and more as a 
"trusted body of peers”. 

Melissa Odom, Deirdre 
Donohue and myself recently 
attended a conference entitled “On 
My Honor" (sounds familiar!) 
sponsored by the Center for Acad- 
emic Integrity. We represented 
Agnes Scott amongst approximate- 
ly 80 other institutions. Some of 
these schools had strong honor 
systems and some were entering 
the difficult process of forming an 
honor system. We learned about 

* honor systems and codes across 
the nation. | feel we all gained a 
greater appreciation about our sys- 
tem here at Agnes Scott. There is 
room for improvement, but I feel: 
that we have much to be grateful 
for in comparison to some col- 
leges. We have the advantages of 
student leadership, and we do not 
have 2-3 cases on a weekly basis! 
This may be due to the smaller 
size of our student body, but also 


to the strong belief and observance 
of integrity at Agnes Scott!

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7 Stages offers States of Shock

In a time that wasn't so long ago, ina 
place where Americans thought they were 
safe in their ideology, a playwright arose to 
challenge the war culture in America. With 
his Pulitzer Prize-winning masterpiece States 
of Shock, Sam Shepard sets before his audi- 
ence a disturbing drama that takes aim at the 
popular American notion of war as a corner- 
stone in our national identity. 

Crafted against the backdrop of post- 
Vietnam culture, Shep- 
ard wrote this play as a 
denunciation of the US 
military's invasion of 
lraq. These two very 
different wars clash in 
the forms of the two 
main characters 

The Colonel, 
dressed in uniform and decorated with the 
medals and ribbons of various wars, stands as 
the classic American military figure. "With- 
out the enemy we're nothing, God bless the 
enemy!" is the toast he offers up at the odd 
celebration to commemorate the one year 
anniversary of the death of his son in battle 
For this occasion, the Colonel has brought 
along Stubbs. Stubbs embodies the disillu- 
sioned soldier who became a casualty of the 
war when he stepped in front of the bullet 
that killed the Colonel's son, the bullet that, 
he proclaims loudly throughout the play, 
pulling up his sweater to reveal a tee-shirt 


GONIE 
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marked with a bulls-eye, “...went right 
through me!” 

The Colonel attempts to force Stubbs 
to reenact the events leading up to the death 
of his son. Yet this play tackles far more 
than the pain and disappointment of a father 
whose son did not come home from the war 
a hero, but instead the victim of friendly fire 
Says Del Hamilton, co-founder and artistic 
director at Seven Stages, “States of Shock is 
like a dream where the characters go about 
their normal routines, but the reality of war 
always lurks in the background." 

Throughout the play, a couple 
sits at the table next to the 
Colonel and Stubbs. They come 
to represent these very people, 
the people who exist apart from 
the carnage and bloodshed of the 
battlefield, in a world where one's 
own daily experiences blot out 
the horror that is war. For them, war is 
something distant and necessary in order to 
preserve the way of life Americans have 
carved out for themselves. 

Throughout the course of the play, 
the audience is assaulted with images that 
cause one to face the grim reality of war: that 
“winning” is nota part of war at all, for Sam 
Shepard shows us the torment of the victori- 
ous.

Jury Convicts Couple for 
Witchcraft Ritual Abuse of 
Daughter 


A Rossville couple was found guilty by a 
Walker Country jury of sexually molesting their 


daughter during a witchcraft ritual 

Gregory Laymon is said to have had sex 
with his daughter and her 15-year-old friend on 
two separate occasions while performing a ritu- 
al that included robes, daggers, swords and can- 
dles 

During the trial, Laymon was described 
as someone who was able to cast spells, by fam- 
ily and friends 

Near the end of the trial, Laymon 
attempted suicide by taking 70 prescription 
anti-depressants. He remains hospitalized in 


intensive care. 
Laymon was convicted of 21 counts, 


including rape, incest and aggravated sodomy 
while his wife, Michelle, was convicted of six 
counts of child molestation. The Laymons 
have not yet been sentenced.

Don’t be sad Mariah

Outrage in Italian Court 


Italy's highest appeals court on Wednes- 
day overturned a rape conviction against a 45- 
year-old driving instructor ruling he could not 
have raped his 18-year-old student because she 
was wearing jeans at the time of the incident. 

“It is common knowledge...that jeans 
cannot even be partly removed without the 
effective help of the person wearing them....and 
it is impossible if the victim is struggling with 
all her force,” the court said in explaining its 
verdict.

Society’s Mirror: Who’s the Fairest of Them All? 


“I've come to the place where | can honestly say that | love my body and 
I'm happy with being fat” (Nomy Lamm “It's a Big Fat Revolution”). .. Contrast 
this quote with the traditional saying: “A woman can never be too rich or too 
thin.” 

In a society that groans with the acceptance of fat and preaches the love 
of diet and exercise, women struggle daily with developing a positive body 
image. It becomes difficult to appreciate our different body types and sizes when 
American society condones just one ideal: the Barbie-like, unrealistically thin 
model 

The image presented in the media (as well as promoted through various 
political, economic, and medical outlets) places the emphasis on thinness, Mod- 
els demonstrate the extreme case, weighing less and looking thinner than 95% of 
the U.S. female population (Hyde “Eating Disorders”) 

Dissatisfaction with body image plagues many American women. Girls 
begin dieting as early as second and third grade — socialized young to desire 
small, frail bodies 
By their teens and early twenties, women are well-versed with complaints.about 
their bodies and easily accessible solutions. Dieting, exercise, and weight control 
are suggested (if not mandated) by larger society. 

Women are forced into destructive patterns of eating. Women question them- 
selves; Why am | not accepted as | am — the size | am? Why am | not beautiful? 
Additionally, the thinness ideal contributes to weaker, less confident women — a 
goal of patriarchal society. Women are made into delicate, dependent, tender * 
creatures. Beauty ideals have devastating effects on women’s identities and self- 
confidence 

Perhaps the most damaging effect of negative body image arises from 
action taken to improve appearance. “Eating disorders’ are strongly linked with 
dislike of and concerns about appearance. Reclaiming a positive body image is 
part of the fight against disordered eating

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Letter to the Editor 


Dear Editor: 


I'm sorry that Ms. Craigmyle and Ms. 
Dabbs, in their search for something to take a 
quick stab at in an editorial cartoon, chose to 
misread or perhaps not read the purpose and 
process of "Unity through Diversity" as it was 
expressed in our publicity. 

We stated quite clearly that, "Before we 
can belong fully to the community we must be 
comfortable with ourselves and raise awareness 
of our own group's issues," and that, "On Febru- 
ary 10 you will hear what each group has deter- 
mined to be their own answers to the questions." 

After all, frankly, isn't it easier to talk 
about student problems when there aren't facul- 
ty around, or about dealing with the death of a 
parent with someone else who has also had that 
experience? 

Or put another way, when was the last 
time you talked and listened to someone of a dif- 
ferent background or ability about what it's like 
to live their live as a member of that group? 

So the organizers of the week, the Agnes 
Scott Affiliate of the National Coalition Building 
Institute, think it makes sense for different 
groups to get together by themselves to figure 
out what their issues are within their own group 
where it's most comfortable. Then, once you 
better understand what those issues are, you can 
talk about them in your relations with other peo- 
ple much more easily. 

In addition to the separate meetings, the 
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publicity also made it clear that the groups 
would come together and talk about their issues 
with each other. I am sorry if Craigmyle and 
Dabbs missed the fantastic meeting on Wednes- 
day when this took place. Over twenty people, 
including faculty, students and staff, came to 
hear what the groups had to say. Each group 
shared the issues they had developed in their 
separate meetings and then individuals respond- 
ed 

One of the main things we learned was 
that in fact each group, in addition to some par- 
ticular things, has similar issues about being 
treated with respect, being treated as: individu- 
als, not being ignored. They also emphasized 
the importance of feeling safe to ask questions of 
members of other groups when things don't 
make sense to you. As one person commented, 
however, you must "be prepared to really hear 
the answer." 

Speaking of asking, | was happy that 
Heather Branham's letter appeared next to the 
cartoon, since in some ways it explained even 
more of what we were doing. It is hard to ask, 
and it really doesn't seem right to put members 
of other groups in the uncomfortable position of 
having to explain their situation over and over to 
others who may or may not really want to know 
or understand. 

I was very fortunate some years ago, 
when I was ready to "really hear" what it was like 
to be African-American, to have a student of 
that identity who was willing to talk to me

At Spelman College in 
Atlanta, students do not pay a dime 
for either their yearly exam or oral 
contraceptives.

Center, their award could be an 
attempt by the state to instill the 
importance of these female exams 
in Spelman's young black students 
She says that black women tend to 
have higher rates of breast cancer 
and are statistically less likely to do 
their annual exams when compared 
to other ethnic groups.

brain damage, learning disabilities, hearing 
loss, or death 

It can be treated, but must be caught 
in time for antibiotics to be effective. Viral 
meningitis is generally less severe and often 
goes away on its own after about a week, but 
it too can cause lasting damage 

Meningitis is caused by a weak strain 
of bacteria that is very common. Most peo- 
ple have carried or will carry the bacteria 
sometime in their lives with no negative 
effects. The bacteria are carried in the back 
of the nose and throat, and only in a.few 
people do they overpower the immune sys- 
tem. If this happens, the bacteria travel 
through the membrane and into the blood- 
stream, then causing infection 

Most people have a natural resis- 
tance to the bacteria. The strain is weak and 
can only survive outside the body for a few 
minutes 

This means it cannot be carried on 


A person must be in 
close contact with someone, either by shar- 
ing a drink, kissing, or intimate sexual con- 
tact, to be at risk. Children under age five 
and young adults seem to have a higher

chance of developing meningitis 

The symptoms of meningitis are 
similar to those of the flu. Common signs 
are fever, vomiting, severe headache, stiff 
neck, dislike of bright lights, drowsiness, 
impaired consciousness, and in some cases a 
rash. Symptoms may develop within a few 
hours or may take a few days to appear 

Though this situation has abated, it 
has served as a wake-up call to the college 
community. Good communication, as in 
this case, is vital, as is education, Steps as 
simple as avoiding sharing drinks and eating 
utensils can help avoid many illnesses, 
including meningitis.

Women’s Health Matters

What's Food Got to Do with It? 


Any discussion of eating “disorders” should encourage the 
examination of myths. In fulfilling this capacity, we must first open 
our eyes to larger societal problems and demands on women. 
Specifically, the myth that this problem is a disorder (personal trou- 
ble) rather than social issue contributes to the alienation of and false 
assumptions about those who struggle with diet. Eating “disorders” 
are connected with (if not also resulting from) low self-esteem and 
poor body image. In a society which alienates women and labels 
them diseased, it is no wonder that so many women battle with dis- 
ordered eating. 

There are three main types of eating “disorders:” anorexia 
nervosa, bulimia, and binge-eating (also known as compulsive over- 
eating). While each of these shares an unusual relationship with 
food, symptoms differ greatly. 

Anorexia nervosa is associated with excessive weight loss, 
fear of gaining weight, refusal to eat, and often extreme exercise. 
This condition may be life-threatening. Symptoms / consequences 
include anemia; dental problems; dry, scaly, and sometimes yellow- 
ish skin; dull, brittle hair; hunger cravings or binge eating; loss of , 
menstrual periods; constipation and abdominal bloating; muscle 
cramps; soft, brittle bones; icy hands and cold feeling; weakness; 
and death. 

Bulimia is related with binge eating (intake large amounts of 
food quickly) and purging (disposal of food through self-induced 
vomiting, laxatives, or fasting). A bulimic may experience extreme 
“ups” and “downs,” often triggered through negative events or feel- 
ings. Symptoms / consequences of bulimia depend on the “purge 
method" used. They include weight fluctuations; dental problems; 
swollen neck glands; broken face vessels or bags under the eyes; 
rapid or irregular heartbeat; cramps, abdominal pain, bloating, con- 
stipation, and indigestion; laxative dependency and damage to bow- 
els, fainting spells; liver and kidney damage, internal bleeding, and 
death 


Binge-eating “disorder,” or compulsive overeating, is charac- 
terized by higher food intake with little or no physical activity. 
Compulsive overeating is often linked with factors such as depres- 
sion, genetic makeup, and self-esteem. Symptoms / consequences 
are identified as weight gain, risk of cancer and joint problems; 
increased risk of diabetes; and higher blood pressure which may 
cause clogged blood vessels, heart attack, or stroke 

Counseling is a recommended treatment of all three eating 
“disorders.” Medical assistance and nutrition plans are integral in 
developing healthful eating. Family counseling may be useful for 
those closely involved. Support groups serve as longer-lasting aid 
with personal interaction r 


To learn more about eating “disorders” or to explore the 
causes in depth, please attend the remaining programs of ASC's 
“Eating Disorder Awareness Week." This is an excellent time to 
reevaluate our views on normative versus disordered eating and to 
pose questions for ourselves. What is your body image? How can 
you help a friend with an eating "disorder?"

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Art Talk: The Death of Oscar?

Actor Samuel L. Jackson's obituary will record noteworthy 
performances, including Jungle Fever, Pulp Fiction, Eve's Bayou and 
Jackie Brown, but no Academy Awards. However, Jackson is in illus- 
trious company, In 1967 Sidney Poitier was overlooked by the 
Academy for his groundbreaking performance as John Prentice in 
Guess Who's Coming to Dinner. Spike Lee's 1996 opus She's Gotta Have 
It and 1991's gender bending documentary Paris is Burning were also 
excluded. 

In recent memory, Soul Food, Amistad, Get on the Bus, and Eve's 
Bayou were created by African-American actors, writers and/or 
directors. All were ominously absent from Oscar events as were 
films produced by other minority groups 

While pre-awards show glamour attracts viewers, can the 
Oscars maintain legitimacy while continuing to shun films featuring 
minority characters? Cultural diversity has failed to reach the Oscar 
circuit. For example, Jackson has earned acting accolades from 
Cannes, the New York Critics Circle, and the Independent Spirit 
Awards, but not from the Academy. While art is subjective, other 
awards usually indicate who will make the Oscar:ballot. In 1997 
Francis McDormand was recognized first by the Independent Spir- 
it Awards and second by the Academy for her performance in Fargo 
By ignoring minority filmmakers, the Academy is losing support 
from major segments of its audience. Additional awards have been 
established by the NAACP. GLAAD, independent filmmakers, and 
other minority populations to recognize films consistently ignored 
by the Oscars 7 

Since the first ceremony in 1928 the Academy Awards have 
braved wars, politics, censorship, and other shifts in the cultural 
maelstrom of American life. However, the Academy's refusal to 
acknowledge the growing popularity, and importance, of films not 
defined by white, middle class "norms" is tarnishing its' image as 
THE AWARD for American movies and injuring its audience appeal 

This year's most egregious oversight is Beloved. Whether or 
not you agree with the interpretation of the novel transformed into 
celluloid, the performances and images are alternately bruising and 
beautiful yet always emotionally and visually powerful. (Who can 
forget Sethe, blood splattered, standing in the shed with the slave 
catchers in pursuit. Or the spiritual celebration of dancing and cry- 
ing in the forest. Or the sound of Beloved's gravelly voice upon 
returning to her family.) 

Beloved documents the evolution of a family from slave to free 
and the strong women who emerge triumphant in a period of crisis, 
intolerance and lost hope. Black, Historically uncomfortable for 
many whites. Strong women. At least three strikes against Beloved 
according to the unspoken anti-minority Oscar guidelines. Beloved 
only received one nomination, for Best Costume Design 

Perhaps the Oscars are in decline. Maybe the issue of rec- 
ognizing minority cinema is the Academy's Waterloo. | hope not. 
Like millions of viewers worldwide | tune in for four hours of pre- 
show entertainment, the ceremony, and after-hours partying. It is a 
celebration of movies at their popular, and usually critical, height. 
It is the romanticized Hollywood where everyone at least appears 
to go home happy. Let's diversify and expand the celebration, 
allowing the fantasy to thrive, or smash the miniature golden man 
for good.

This week's crime tips are from Maria St. George 
& the Jan/Feb issue of USAA Magazine. They 
concern protecting yourself from financial fraud 
Do not carry your Social Security card, birth 
certificate or extra credit cards with you except 
when necessary. 

Cancel all unused credit cards, & keep a record 
of all your credit cards to contact in case they 
are stolen. Never give out your credit card num- 
ber over the phone unless you initiated the call. 
Order a Social Security Earnings and Benefits 
Statement & your credit report from each of the 
three credit bureaus once a year, & check out 
each line for fraud. 

Always save credit card receipts, & watch for 
your mail when expecting a new/reissued card to 
arrive. 

Don't print your social security number on 
checks, & release the number only if absolutely 
necessary. 

Carefully check credit card statements and 
phone bills, including cellular bills, for unautho- 
rized use 

Throw away pre-approved credit offers after 
tearing them into small pieces or shredding 
them first. 

Write checks with fine-point permanent mark- 
ers. 

When creating passwords & PINs, never use the 
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last 4 digits of your Social Security number, your 
birth date, middle name, a relatives or pet's 
name, consecutive numbers or anything else that 
could be discovered by thieves. When using 
ATMs, prevent criminals from stealing your PIN 
with binoculars or a camera.

Women’s Health Matters

Every year approximately one-third of 
pregnant women terminate pregnancy in abor- 
tion. This number (already high) is only a por- 
tion of total unwanted pregnancies. Through 
ignorance, risk taking, and internal conflicts, 
many women remain uninformed and/or afraid 
to use contraception. The costs — both finan- 
cial and psychological — additionally compli- 
cate birth control choices and use. However, 
becoming informed about contraception is the 
first step toward helping yourself and others 
protect themselves. It-is essential to every per- 
son's life (whether abstinent or sexually active) 
to understand the social impacts and medical 
choices of contraception. 

There is a variety of contraceptive 
methods, ranging from condoms to oral con- 
traceptives, from spermicides to depo-provera. 
While contraceptives greatly reduce the risk of 
unwanted pregnancy, abstinence (refraining 
from vaginal intercourse) is the only 100% 
guarantee against pregnancy. Furthermore, 
barrier methods (condoms and dental dams) 
are the only contraceptives that protect against 
sexually transmitted diseases (STDs), To 
ensure the highest level of protection, it is best 
to “double up,” combining two or more meth- 
ods. 

Common forms 
include: 

Condoms (male or female) — Female condom is 
also known as a “Vaginal Pouch" 

Periodic Abstinence — Fertility Awareness 
Methods, FMAs (refraining from intercourse

In addition to these temporary or 
reversible contraceptive methods, sterilization 
is a permanent, one-time procedure that is over 
99% effective. It is not, however, recommend- 
ed for young women or women without chil- 
dren. 

Contraceptives are broadly defined as 
methods, devices, or substances to prevent 
pregnancy. Although the prevention of preg- 
nancy lies with heterosexual relationships, con- 
traceptives are essential to all partners for pro- 
tection against STDs. Condoms and oral 
shields (dental dams) may be used for inter- 
course, fellatio, and cunnilingus. 

For maximum safety, condoms and dental dams 
should 
never be reused and 
never come into contact with oils or petroleum 
jelly. - 

Instead use water-based K-Y Jelly or sper- 
micides.

If the authors had intended 
the list to be taken lightly, perhaps 
these students could have laughed 
at the fact that someone believes 
they didn't play PacMan in their 
childhood—but it was written sin- 
cerely. The list portrays the class as 
wholly out of touch with any event 
before the early 90's; the staff that 
compiled the list obviously 
assumed that, like them, most peo- 
ples’ lives before puberty are just a 
blur. 

Maybe it’s all of the ginseng 
being fed into today’s youth, but 
something has produced a genera- 
tion of conscientious young people.

Supposedly, these young 
students also do not know that 
Ronald Reagan was shot and that 
Americans were held hostage in 
Iran. It would be amazing if the 
college freshmen, who were the 
subject of the list, could make it 
into an institute of higher learning 
without being aware of these polit- 
ical events.

Concept: Contraception

As explored in 
week's article, contraception is 
neglected and misused for a 
number of reasons, including 
misinformation. By familiariz- 
ing ourselves with the variety 
of contraceptive methods now 
available, we can help protect 
ourselves and others. Under- 
standing the basic differences 
between options as well as 
weighting the advantages and 
disadvantages will lead to an 
informed decision. 

Perhaps most impor- 
tantly, we must identity the 
types of birth control and learn 
how to combine these contra- 
ceptive methods. Most contra- 
ceptive methods fall into three 
categories: natural, barrier, and 
substance. 


‘NATURAL = methods 
include period abstinence, fer- 
tility awareness methods, and 
withdrawal. Although 80- 
97% effective if used correctly, 
natural methods are not recom- 
mended. Periodic abstinence 
and fertility awareness (refrain- 
ing from intercourse at times 
determined by the woman's 
body temperature, cervical 
mucus, or “rhythm” method) 
require training and discipline. 
Likewise, withdrawal requires 
experience and self-control. 
Even if used perfectly, some 
sperm is released before ejacu- 
lation. The natural methods do 
not protect against STDs (sex- 
ually transmitted diseases). 

BARRIER — methods 
provide a layer prohibiting 
direct contact between part- 
ners. They include male and 
female condoms, dental dams, 
diaphragms, and cervical caps. 
Barrier methods are the only 
kinds of contraception which 
protect against STDs. Con- 
doms protect against all STDs, 
while diaphragms and cervical 


last . 


caps offer only limited protec- 
tion (this does not include 
HIV). Condoms should be 
used during oral sex as well as 
during intercourse. They may 
be purchased over-the-counter 
or obtained free from many 
non-profit organizations. 


SUBSTANCE contra- 
ceptives work in three ways: 
Introducing a chemical barrier 
that prevents sperm from enter- 
ing the cervix 
Ex. — Spermicides. 
Suppressing ovulation or the 
production of sperm through 
hormone medications 
Ex. — Norplant, Depo-Provera. 
Making the uterine lining unre- 
ceptive to fertilized eggs.* 

Ex. — Oral Contraceptives 
(Birth Control Pills), Intrauter- 
ine Devices (IUDs). 

Of this list, spermicides 
are the only ones which can be 
purchased over-the-counter. 
Spermicides include jellies, 
foams, suppositories, liquids, 
and creams that dissolve in the 
vagina to block the cervix and 
inactivate sperm, 

Norplant, -  depo- 
provera, oral contraceptives, 
and IUDs require consultation 
with and a prescription by a 
medical professional. To learn 
more about these substance 
methods, please consult the 
included sources. 

Each of the categories — 
natural, barrier, and substance — 
may be combined. Common 
matches usually include a con- 
dom paired with spermicide, 
oral contraceptives, or other 
substance methods. | strongly 
encourage you to explore fur- 
ther the benefits of “doubling 
up.”

In the spirit of safety and security, 
we would like to provide a few common 
sense tips for all of us for the break. When 
moving out during Spring Break, please do 
not leave the lobby doors unlocked and or 
propped open, unless someone is actually 
responsible for monitoring the door. When 
loading or unloading your vehicle do not 
leave it unlocked or unmonitored, not even 
for a few minutes. Make sure that you turn 
off and unplug small appliances in your 
dorm room and or apartment. 

If you are a off-campus resident and will be 
travelling during break try these safety tips: 
1, Leave a lived in look, don't leave news- 
papers or mail around outside, have them 
picked up or stopped. 

2. Leave on lights in your home or purchase 
an inexpensive timer. Buy several and use in 
different rooms. 

3. Use the same type of timer to leave on a 
radio station, preferably “talk radio" (680 or 
750 AM). 

4, It's a good idea to have a local friend who 
can get in touch with you in an emergency 
during your absence. 

If you are going to travel by vehicle; 

1. Make.sure the primary systems of the 
vehicle are checked for safety and to have 
tires with adequate tread. 

2. If possible, travel with a friend or friends. 
If not, it is even more important to be aware 
of your surroundings at all times, avoid unfa- 
miliar areas, travel with doors locked, and 
make stops in areas that are well traveled 

3. If you have a cell phone keep it charged 
readily available. If you do not have a 
cell phone, make sure you have adequate 
change, a contact for a collect call, or a call- 
ing card. Use a public phone only in well 
traveled areas, and where there is adequate 
lighting. 

4. Should you experience car troubles, and 
someone stops to help, you must use your 
best judgment as to whether it is safe to 
accept a ride. A safe approach is to request 
that they make a call to a public safety offi- 
cial or to a friend or relative, It is not a 
good idea to accept a ride from a stranger. 
5. If you leave your vehicle for a meal or 
stay in a hotel, do not leave valuable items 
in plain view. Put them in the trunk, or 
secure them in your room. Do not ever 
leave your purse and or wallet in "plain

view"; it is like saying, “take me’ to a thief. 
6. When approaching your vehicle, do so, 
with your keys already in your hand, and be 
aware of anyone who may be near your 
vehicle prior to opening the door. 

If you travel by taxi, bus, or airline, remem- 
ber the following additional tips: 

1. Do not leave your belongings (purse, 
suitcases or electronics) unattended, not 
even for a few minutes 

2. Items of “high dollar value” or sentimen- 
tal significance should be carried with you 
on board the aircraft if possible. 

If you are going to leave your vehi- 
cle on campus during the break, provide 
public safety with a description (license #, 
make model & color) & where the vehicle is 
parked and please do not leave personal 
items in “plain view’ in the vehicle 

For members of our community who 
live in college owned homes or in the imme- 
diate vicinity of Agnes Scott College, 
remember that Public Safety has a “House 
Watch" program. We will check your resi- 
dence ona regular basis.

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ASC to trade Coca-Cola stock

In a surprise announcement 
last week, President Mary Brown Bul- 
lock and the Board of Trustees 
revealed that Agnes Scott will be sell- 
ing all its shares in the Coca-Cola 
Company. Coca-Cola shares cur- 
rently account for nearly two-thirds 
of the College's total investments. 
The College's endowment had a mar- 
ket value of $452 million at the end 
of the past year. 

In a press conference on 
Tuesday of last week, Bullock 
explained the decision: "The Coke 
shares were given to the College in 
1955. Under the terms of that gift, 
the College is permitted to sell the 
shares, if it is determined that selling 
is in the College's best interest. We 
have a pressing need for cash right 
now-we need to raise some money in 


a hurry.” 

When questioned at the press 
conference about the reason for the 
sale, Bullock refused to comment 
ther. The Profile has learned from a 
source close to the President, howev- 
er, that the bulk of the proceeds from 
the sale will go to purchasing office 
supplies for the Department of Clas- 
sical Languages and Literatures 

The President herself would 
not confirm the report. But Edmund 
Sheehey, Dean of the College, has 
issued the following written state- 
ment: “The planned expansion of 
McCain Library is not, | repeat not, 
intended to be a warehouse for C 
sics."

From the Crime Dog: 

This week's tip was inspired by the 
news in January of this year, of two 
brothers, Kenneth Iverson (27) and 
Timothy Iverson (19), who were found 
guilty of sexually assaulting a Georgia 
State University (GSU) student in a 
dormitory room on March 31, 1998 
The two brothers had given the stu- 
dent a drug called GHB. It was 
learned at the trial of the Iversons, that 
neither were students at GSU, but 
they had purchased the drug near the 
school and talked their way into the 
dorm. They then told the woman and 
her female friend that the substance 
was a vitamin that would give them a 
safe alcohol like buzz. When the 
women took the drug it caused one of 
them to pass out in the bathroom, 
barely breathing, leaving the brothers 
to sexually assault the other while she 
was unconscious in the bedroom. 
According to Amanda Planchard, a 
patient counselor at the Grady Memo- 
rial Hospital Rape Crisis Center, it is 
unknown how many rapes are com- 
mitted using GHB or similar drugs, 
including Rohypnol or “roofies"” and 
Ketamine or “Special K". "I'd say it 
happens pretty regularly based on the 
calls that I've received and the patients 
that I've seen”, said Blanchard. Police 
files indicate that GHB and similar 
drugs are used not only around college 
campuses, but also at parties and in 
nightclubs where young adults gather. 
The drugs are frequently put into a 
woman's drink without her consent or 
knowledge. When out at a club, a fra- 
ternity or any other occasion where 
alcohol is to be consumed, refuse 
drinks from everyone but a bartender 
or server, and never leave your drink 
unattended. 

According to Assistant DA Ingrid 
Skidmore, more than 680.00 women 
are raped each year, and most of them 
are young and most rapes are commit- 
ted by someone the women know. “He 
doesn't have to club her over the head 
and drag her behind the bushes, like a 
lot of people think rape is", said Skid- 
more, Most rapes against women are 
committed by someone they know. 
You can learn more about GHB and 
some of the drugs that are being pro- 


vided to women at parties, clubs and 
fraternity houses in an effort to facili- 
tate a sexual assault on the women 
who take the drugs in an information- 
al hand-out available at Public Safety. 
Please pick it up at your leisure and 
learn to protect yourself from this type 
of attack.

Unemployment rate

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Alcohol issues/awareness raised on campus

This year at Agnes Scott, 
stricter alcohol policies were put 
into effect despite the college's 
label of “stone cold sober." Thus 
far, Agnes Scott has been very for- 
tunate not to have had a serious 
incident on campus, as Director of 
Student Activities Shuronda Smith 
points out. However, Smith hopes 
that this year's Alcohol Symposium 
will help the college "be more 
proactive, rather than reactive” in 
case a serious situation were ever to 
arise. 

The symposium will be held 
tonight, Wednesday April 7th, in 
Maclean Auditorium. The focus of 
this year's symposium will be on 
training students, especially those 
in organizations on campus who 
will be serving alcohol, to handle 
problems associated with the distri- 
bution of alcohol on campus. Even 
on a non-traditional campus com- 
prised of 800 women, the alcohol 
related issues—mainly overindul- 
gence and underage drinking—are 
not unique. 

Social Council, who serves 
alcohol at most of its functions, 
believes that the symposium is nec- 
essary for all students to attend 
Current President Jo Cranford 
wants to send the message that 
while many students at ASC have a 
poor impression of Social Council's 
stance on alcohol, the council will 
do everything it can to control 
drinking during their events. 

"We have many goals for 
the upcoming year, like working to 
combat underage drinking during 
our events and to prevent over con- 
sumption of alcohol," says Cran- 
ford. “One way we have already 
tried to control this is by having 
officers check ID's instead of stu- 
dents and by having the officers 
monitor the number of drinks each 
student has consumed," she adds. 

Agnes Scott is fortunate 
that, unlike many universities, on- 
campus drinking is nota large prob- 
lem, but the college may have 
problem if all of their students are 


going off campus to drink. Joel 
Hardy, this year's speaker at the 
symposium, says “safety issues need 
to be managed in conjunction with 
the alcohol policy in order to be 
fully effective.” Hardy is the Direc- 
tor of Environmental and Social 


Students who consume alcohol 
away from Agnes Scott must face 
the problem of getting back to 
school safely while students who 
consume on campus must face the 
strict alcohol penalties. 

Hardy's main concern is the

Policy for the Council on Alcohol 
and Drugs. 

If ASC tightens up it's poli- 
cies, then the problem will just 
move and possibly get out of the 
college's control. Many ASC stu- 
dents travel to nearby colleges to 
associate with members of the 
opposite sex and many indulge in 
alcohol Hardy believes that 
administrative dialogue between 
Agnes Scott and surrounding col- 
lege campuses, especially Emory, 
Georgia Tech, and Morehouse, 
where a large number of students 
go to socialize, is necessary. 

One serious consequence of 
ASC students drinking off campus 
is the probability of date rape 
According to Hardy, 65-75% of 
acquaintance rapes involves the vic- 
tim, the perpetrator, or both being 
intoxicated. Also, 1 in 4 of all stu- 
dent deaths on college campuses 
are alcohol related, according to 
the National Center for Alcohol 
and Drug Dependency (NCADD). 


high availability of alcohol to 
underage college drinkers. 

“Most incidents of alcohol 
consumption related deaths point 
to careless and irresponsible sales 
and service of alcohol,” he says. 
Hardy has worked with many area 
colleges and sees a need at Agnes 
Scott for more communal coopera- 
tion 

However, students at frater- 
nity parties and private parties 
probably do not have to buy the 
alcohol themselves since it is readi- 
ly available. Therefore, Hardy 
notes that it is not only important 
to train alcoholic beverage vendors 
in preventing sales to underage 
buyers, but it is also important to 
teach students to drink responsibly. 

Underage drinking is not 
just an immediate problem, it also 
harbors serious consequences for 
the future. At the Health Fair on 
Tuesday, March 30th, recovering 
alcoholic Karen was at the Alco- 
holics Anonymous table to speak to 


students. “Most people begin 
drinking because they think they 
can dance better or socialize better 
with a few drinks,” she says. The 
alcohol may help students reduce 
their inhibitions, but it also causes 
them to let down their guard. “It 
made me beautiful and sexy and | 
found out that family values don't 
indicate how you will behave under 
the influence of alcohol," says 
Karen 

Karen was able to get by 
with average grades in college even 
though she says that she had the 
potential to make straight As and 
would have, had it not been for her 
obsession with alcohol. According 
to NCADD, students that drink are 
3-5 times more likely to make Ds 
and Fs than those that do not. 

For students that wonder 
about their own behavior with alco- 
hol, Alcoholics Anonymous recom- 
mends that students ask themselves 
questions like: “Do you drink 
because you have problems or to 
relax?” “Do you gulp your drinks?” 
“Do you think it's cool to be able to 
hold your liquor?” “Are your grades 
starting to slip?” If students answer 
yes to any of these questions, they 
do have options. Agnes Scott 
offers counseling services but Karen 
recommends something different. 

"You have to have a major 
psychic change in order to begin to 
help yourself," she says. “Regular 
counseling may not help, you have 
to believe in a power greater than 
yourself,” she adds. 

Karen also points out that 
drinking is not a problem for every- 
one; 

“To alcoholics, liquor is like 
a food allergy, some people just 
shouldn't have strawberries.” She 
advises that people establish their 
own limits and stick to them. 
When alcohol begins to interfere 
with any area of students’ lives, 
though, they should seek help.

From the Crime Dog 

As many of you might know, 
April is National Alcohol Aware- 
ness Month, The “Crime Dog" was 
a bit disturbed recently to discover 
that although alcohol consumption 
is generally on the decrease, 
among college students it is on the 
increase. 

A particularly serious prob- 
lem is a trend begun in 1993 on 
many college called 
"binge drinking", whereby men 
drink 5 or more drinks ina row and 
women drink 4 or more drinks in a 


campuses 


row. 
Ina Harvard University College 
of Public Health survey of over 130 
colleges in 1997, college presidents 
agreed that “binge drinking" is the 
most serious problem on college 
campuses today. Some of the find- 
ings are startling 
43% of US, College students 
engaged in binge drinking during 
the 2 weeks prior to the survey. 
48 % of the MEN drank 5 or more 
drinks in a row & 39% of the 
WOMEN drank 4 or more drinks 


in a row. 


Students more likely to 
binge drink are white, age 23 or 
younger, involved in athletics, and 
residents of a fraternity or sorority. 
If they were binge drinkers in high 
school, they were three (3) times 
more likely to binge in college 

The percentage of students 
who were binge drinkers was near- 
ly uniform from first year to senior 
year, even though students under 
21 are prohibited from purchasing 
alcohol. About half the binge 
drinkers 
were frequent binge drinkers, they 
binged 3 or more times in a 2 week 
period. Frequent binge drinkers 
were 22 times more, likely than 
non-binge drinkers to have: 


1 in 5 students overall, 


Missed class 
Fallen behind in school work 
Engaged in unplanned sexual activ- 


ity 
Not used protection when having 


sex 
Damaged property 

Trouble with Campus Police 

Been hurt or injured 

Driven a car after drinking 

Used other drugs 

Why do students engage in such 
risky behavior? They give the fol- 
lowing reasons:

However, their behavior

29 % Had Been Insulted or Humil- 
iated 
23 % Had Experienced an Unwant- 
ed Sexual Advance 
19 % Had a Serious Argument 
13 % Had Property Damaged 

9 % Had Been Pushed, Hit or 
Assaulted 

2 % Had Been the Victim of a 
Sexual Assault or “Date Rape” 


This is a time to appreciate and 


enjoy our reputation of being a 
"stone cold sober’ college 
Fortunately, we do not have 
some of the key variables, 
which increase the level of 
binge drinking on college 
campuses; i.e. we do not have 
male students or ororities. 

More importantly, ASC's 
administration and student 
leaders seem to be sincere and 
proactive in addressing the 
problems associated with 
underage alcohol consump- 
tion, binge drinking and alco- 
hol abuse. For instance, Ms. Jodi 
Fox, Head Athletic Trainer, and Ms. 
Carole Holcomb, Director of 
Health Services, attended an Ath- 
letic Peer Support and Peer Inter- 
vention Leadership Education 
(APPLE) conference at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, Charlottesville, VA 
Another example was the Alcohol 
Symposium on April 7, sponsored 
by the Director of Student Activi- 
ties, Ms. Shuronda Smith, 72 stu- 
dent leaders and the ASC Athletics 
and Physical Education Depart- 
ment members attended this sym- 
posium. Additionally, the Health 
Services Fair, sponsored by ASC 
Health Services Department had 
several presenters from Alcoholics 
Anonymous at the well attended 
Health in Construction Fair of 
March 30, 1999. 

ASC students have some very 
specific guidelines about the con- 
sumption of alcohol within our 
Community. The Dean of Students 
Office and the Honor Court han- 
dles discipline involved in viola- 
tions of these guidelines 

Also, Public Safety has a 
responsibility to ensure that all 
members of our community adhere 
to the college aleoho! policies & is 
responsible for enforcing the rele- 
vant state laws. We take our 
responsibility very seriously. 

It is imperative that every 
member of our community be a 
"real friend" to other members of 
our community who may violate 
these policies, by reporting them to 
the Dean of Students, Dean of the 
College or Public Safety. 

Even more importantly, in 
the event that a person has an alco- 


hol problem, referring them to 
Health Services or College Coun- 
selors so that they can obtain pro- 
fessional assistance. If all of us con- 
entify and resolve prob- 
lems associated with underage 
drinking, binge drinking or alcohol 
abuse before the problems are “out 
; we will continue to 
maintain the college's excellent and 
safe history in the of “binge drink- 
ing" on college campuses 
Reminders for the ASC Communi- 
ty:

Terror Endures in Kosovo 


Thousands of ethnic Albanian 
refugees have been fleeing Kosovo but this 
may be reversed with NATO's latest action 
Secretary-General Javier Solana said that 
Yugoslav President Slobodan Milosevic 
could use the refugees as a human shield 
against the NATO air strikes on Serb forces. 

Serb forces are now forcefully return- 
ing refugees to the country. At a refugee 
camp in Macedonia, refugees were rudely 
awakened and taken back. In this process, 
many families were split up. Also, many peo- 
ple who are being forced back into the coun- 
try are unaccounted for. No one knows if 
they are being sent back to their homes or 
elsewhere. Since the start of the air strikes in 
March, 430,000 ethnic Albanians have fled 
or been displaced 

NATO strikes have thus far been suc- 
cessful, hitting Belgrade and Yugoslav ground 
forces in Kosovo. A Yugoslav government 
statement said that the offensive against 
Kosovo was ending and peace would be 
restored to the area and refugees returned to 
their homes. But until then, several families 
are broken apart and scattered across the 
area.

At a school with around 800 stu- 
dents, such as Agnes Scott, less than 40 stu- 
dents are chosen because the student body 
is smaller, as a member of last year's Mortar 
Board explained. A lower number on the 
board ensures that the board retains its rep- 
utation of being an honor to be chosen as a 
member. 

The Mortar Board selection process 
is not public so students who are not chosen 
do not necessarily know why they weren't 
picked. The criteria for Mortar Board is a 
3.7 GPA, a large amount of community ser- 
vice, extracurricular activities, and the over- 
all activities of a candidate:

If you can 
locate them in a second or 
two, get a robe and some 
shoes to take with you. Do 
not spend time looking for 
particular items of clothing. 
6. Unlock and close the 
door. 
7. Get with your fire 
buddy for roll call after you 
have evacuated the build 
ing. Do not go into the hall 
away from exits to look 
for your buddy. 


Your worst enemy in a fire is 
time. You may only have seconds 
(not minutes) to evacuate a build- 
ing onee the alarm has sounded 
Please leave the building immedi- 
ately after the alarm activates 

These basic concepts were 
designed for our Residence Halls, 
but are applicable in almost every 
situation; attentiveness to them 
during drills may save your life or 
the life of a friend in the event we 
have a fire.

Colorado Shooting Shakes Nation 


The deaths of 15 Littleton, Colorado 
students last week has shocked the nation and 
added to the string of school violence that has 
occurred in recent years, As memorial services 
are being held, investigators are trying to figure 
out the motives of the two teenagers that are 
responsible for these deaths. 

Police are considering that others possi- 
bly knew about the plans of 18-year-old Eric 
Harris and Dylan Klebold and would file murder 
charges against anyone assisting them. So far, 
no one has turned up. 

Hundreds of students, along with the 
parents of the perpetrators have been inter- 
viewed by investigators to try and determine a 
possible motive for the shootings. 

A self-described “former friend" of Harris 
and Klebold, Pat McDuffie, said Harris was 
known to be unhappy with the state of his life. 
He was a good student with a 3.8 GPA but did

not get accepted into the college he wanted and 
might have been having problems at home. 

This is considered the worst act of vio- 
lence ever at an American school. So far, the 
death count is at 15, including the two gunmen 
who took their own lives. 

Nine boys and three girls were killed in 
the school library, one adult man was shot out- 
side the library and two or three students were 
killed outside the school. This atrocity will lead 
to only more debate on gun control efforts. 


Army Helicopter Crash Kills Seven 


Thursday, during a training flight at Ft. 
Campbell, Kentucky, seven U.S. Army soldiers 
were killed. The UH-60 Blackhawk helicopter 
was carrying 11 people. Only four people sur- 
vived, with two of them in critical condition. 

The helicopter came down ina rural area 
in the northwest corner on a reservation on the 
Tennessee-Kentucky line. 

This is the worst fatal accident involving 
helicopters based at Ft. Campbell since the 1988

Amerian History X, newly released on 
video, has been selected by Amnesty Interna- 
tional USA to screen at Amnesty-friendly col- 
leges and AIUSA events nationwide. It was also 
given three stars by Pulitizer-prize winning film 
critic Roger Ebert who said X “contains more 
actual provocative thought than any American 
film on race since DO THE RIGHT THING.” 
While many critics lauded X it was a box office 
failure so, instead of re-reviewing X, | inter-

Shari Speer: Amerian History X is different than 
other films on racism because it delves into the 
mind of a white skinhead to completly under- 
stand how he is conditioned by his environment 
and his experiences; we all subject to our envi- 
ronment and experiences to a degree. It really 
makes you look at why racism exsists. X forces 
us to see both sides of the race issue. Most 
whites do not understand the history of blacks 
in this country and so they cannot see why 
black people today still face discrimination, eco- 
nomic extermination, and maniupulation as well 
as a host of internal problems. On the flip side 
there are white people who feel they are vic-

There seemed to be an effect on the 
whites, in the audience, which saw the film 
Most seemed to either feel nervous or shell 
shocked in some way, which is a good response, 
because someone may have realized in that one 
moment that they hold racist thoughts daily but 
it was never obvious to them before, The most 
subtle racists may share similiar thoughts as the 
KKK, | call it mainstream racism, people are 
motived by their subconscious [deeply 
ingrained] racism. There are a lot of people who 


commit discriminatory acts, and they don't even 
realize they're doing it, because it's so condi- 
tioned. Racism can be the way you look at 
somebody or small actions and X is a wake-up 
call, or a way to check yourself, for many white 
people. 

The film is important to minorities in 

general because different races see one another 
as foes, and at the end of the movie Edward Fur- 
long reads a quote beginning with "we are not 
enemies," and he's right. We are not enemies. 
But this is the problem. We continue to blame 
each other for our lives and what's occuring in 
As Avery Brooks asks, “has anything 
[we've] done made life better?” We as black 
e cannot wait for someone to acknowl- 
edge what has happened in the past and we can- 
not continue to let our actions be dictated by 
other people and their response to our trials and 
tribulations, 
It's a movie about an inescapable truth. 
Have blacks been systematically oppressed and 
economically cut off? Yes. However, we cannot 
allow this to consume us. And white people 
should not feel threatened by blacks who are 
trying to do good for themselves and their com- 
munities. Whites should question and evaluate 
sterotypes and deal with the superiority com- 
plex and acknowledge the institution of slavery 
has on the black race in this country. These are 
some of the topics that X addresses. I think the 
movie is about the lack of communication, edu- 
acation, and the power of hate, preseravation, 
and self-destruction 

I saw this film because it is important to 
understand where a person is coming from 
whether you agree or disagree with their views. 
Don't get me wrong, an act done out of igno- 
rance is still wrong and painful, however, if you 
can provide the missing pieces of someone's 
puzzle then they can get a clearer picture. To 
help someone understand why their views are 
flawed you must first know the arguement, and 
finding the gaps you can fill them. The main 
character believes he has all the pieces to the 
puzzle, a clear picture of the world, and he 
doesn't understand that he doesn't have all the 
pieces. It's presenting the holes in the white 
superority aruguement, and it challenges the 
audiences to do more to try to make sure that 
these sentiments do not go unanswered and that 
we have the pieces to fill those gaps. Overall, it 
deals with the fear that whites and blacks have 
towards each other, the fear and insecurity 
which develops into mututal anomasity and dis- 
trust which turns into hate

Be considerate of fellow students: 

It's crunch time and things can be stress- 
ful. While working in the computers labs, be 
considerate of others with regard to noise. If you 
have books, magazines, etc. you are using while 
working ona paper, don't leave them at the com- 
puters unattended for long periods of time, Oth- 
ers need to use the computers also. If you are in 
a lab with no available computers, try using the 
Walters Lab, the Library or Buttrick 203 


Things to remember to help reduce computer 
related stress: 

1. SAVE YOUR WORK OFTEN. Do 
not rely on autosave. Manually save your work. 
It's always a good idea to save a second copy 
under a different name just to be save. 

2. While working in Word, Excel, etc 
DO NOT remove your diskette from the disk 
drive if you have a document open on the screen. 
This can damage your document file. In some 
cases, the document can be partially recovered, 
but this is not always the case. ALWAYS, close 
your document and it's good to close the appli- 
cation you are using before removing your 
diskette 

3. Before physically removing your 
diskette from the disk drive, please make sure the 
system has finished writing to the disk. We are 
seeing lots of cases, where disks are being eject- 
ed from the disk drive before write operations 
are complete. This can cause data to be lost 
because the final writing operation has been 
interrupted. 

4. If you are experiencing computer relat- 
ed problems, or your dorm lab needs paper, ink 
or toner, PLEASE contact the Help Desk 
(x5487) 

5. Lots of lab computers are just left on 
ITS suggests that you reboot a computer that 
you plan to work on so you are assured of getting 
a fresh start on that particular system. Don't 
forget to logout 

6. ITS staff are keeping extended hours 
from April 28th until May 11th. Check Walters 
Lab for more information 

7. Please be sure to check your disks for 
viruses.
